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DOCTOR  ARTHUR  LYMAN  HASKINS,  JR. 

Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology 

Doctor  Arthur  L.  Haskins,  Jr.,  was  recently  named  Professor  of  Obstet- 
rics and  Gynecology  by  President  Wilson  H.  Elkins  and  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University.  Doctor  Haskins  assumed  his  position  on  July  1, 
1955,  immediately  following  the  retirement  of  Doctor  Louis  H.  Douglass. 

Doctor  Haskins  is  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  received 
his  undergraduate  collegiate  training  at  the  University  of  Rochester  grad- 
uating in  the  Class  of  1938.  He  subsequently  received  his  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  from  the  University  of  Rochester  School  of  Medicine  in  1943. 
Following  a  period  of  active  duty  in  the  United  States  Navy  he  became 
an  intern  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology  at  the  Washington  University  School 
of  Medicine.  The  following  year  he  became  Associate  Resident  in  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  at  the  St.  Louis  Maternity  and  Barnes  Hospitals,  subse- 
quently being  appointed  Resident  in  Obstetrics  at  the  St.  Louis  Maternity 
Hospital  from  July  1,  1950,  through  June  30,  1951.  He  served  a  subsequent 
year  as  Resident  in  Gynecology  at  the  same  hospital. 

In  1949  he  was  appointed  Assistant  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and 
was  successively  Instructor  and  Assistant  Professor  in  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology being  appointed  to  the  latter  post  on  July  1,  1954. 

Doctor  Haskins  has  done  extensive  research  particularly  with  relation- 
ship to  endocrine  problems  in  pregnancy  and  sterility.  He  is  certified  by 
the  American  Board  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  is  a  member  of  the  St. 
Louis  Gynecological  Society,  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  the  American  Federation  for 
Clinical  Research  and  the  Endocrine  Society.

The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Maryland  and  President 
Wilson  H.  Elkins  have  announced  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Clifford  G. 
Blitch  as  director  of  University  Hospital.  Dr.  Blitch  will  succeed  Mr. 
George  H.  Buck,  who  has  been  named  director  of  Nassau  Hospital  in 
Mineola,  Long  Island,  New  York. 

Dr.  Blitch  is  a  native  of  Montbrook,  Florida.  He  graduated  from  Leon 
County  High  School  in  1922.  Following  two  and  one-half  years  in  pre-med 
training  at  the  University  of  Florida,  he  obtained  his  M.D.  at  Vanderbilt 
University. 

The  new  director  interned  at  Station  Hospital,  Fort  Sam  Houston,  Texas, 
and  Vanderbilt  University  Hospital  in  Nashville.  Dr.  Blitch  received  post- 
graduate training  as  an  associate  visiting  physician  at  Vanderbilt  Hospital. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  Army  Medical  Corps  after  a  year  of  private 
practice  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.  During  the  past  ten  years.  Dr.  Blitch  has 
held  the  following  assignments:  1944-46,  Commanding  Hospital  Overseas 
Pacific;  1946-49,  Office  of  the  Surgeon  General,  Washington,  D.  C;  1949-53, 
Superintendent  Gorgas  Hospital,  Ancon,  Canal  Zone;  1953-54,  Hospital 
Commander,  Camp  Pickett,  Virginia;  1954  to  present.  Hospital  Com- 
mander, Camp  Gordon,  Georgia. 

Dr.  Blitch  is  a  member  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa, 
Alpha  Omega  Alpha,  and  B.P.O.E.,  Tallahassee,  Florida.  He  is  a  fellow  of 
the  American  Medical  Association  and  the  American  College  of  Physicians. 
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DOCTOR  ROBERT  WILLIAM  BUXTON 

Many  of  us  at  the  University  Hospital  have  seen  a  new  and  interesting 
gentleman  on  the  wards  or  in  surgery.  We  have  also  noted  some  important 
changes,  and  a  hustle  in  activity.  This  air  and  acceleration  have  been 
caused  by  Doctor  Robert  Buxton. 

Dr.  Buxton  comes  to  the  University  from  the  University  of  Michigan 
where  he  served  as  Associate  Professor  of  Surgery  since  1950.  A  native  of 
Joplin,  Missouri,  he  graduated  from  Kansas  University  in  1931  and  received 
his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Kansas  University  in  1936.  He 
received  a  Master  of  Science  degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1943. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Kansas  University  School  of  Medicine 
at  the  Strong  Memorial  Hospital,  Rochester,  New  York,  Dr.  Buxton  was 
intern  and  then  assistant  resident  in  Pathology  and  assistant  resident  in 
Surgery.  After  serving  as  Resident  in  Surgery  at  the  Genesee  Hospital  in 
Rochester,  he  returned  to  Strong  Memorial  Hospital  where  he  was  Resident 
in  Surgery. 

Turning  his  attention  to  Thoracic  Surgery,  he  next  served  a  residency  in 
this  specialty  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  was  subsequently  appointed 
Instructor  in  Thoracic  Surgery  at  the  University  of  Michigan  from  1942 
to  1943.  On  July  1,  1943,  he  transferred  from  the  section  of  Thoracic  Sur- 
gery to  that  of  General  Surgery  and  on  July  1,  1944,  he  was  appointed 
Assistant  Professor,  which  title  he  carried  until  July  1,  1950,  when  he  was 
promoted  to  Associate  Professor  of  Surgery. 
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Dr.  Buxton's  interests  have  not  been  centered  entirely  with  thoracic 
problems,  but  have  concerned  themselves  with  many  of  the  important 
problems  in  general  surgery  as  well. 

He  is  a  diplomate  of  the  American  Board  of  Surgery  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Society  of  University  Surgeons,  the  American  Surgical  Association, 
the  Central  Surgical  Association,  the  Society  of  Vascular  Surgery,  the  Inter- 
national Society  of  Angiology,  the  Frederick  A.  Collier  Surgical  Society, 
and  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Buxton  assumed  his  professional  duties  on  September  1,  1955,  and 
since  that  time  has  been  the  busiest  man  in  the  hospital. 

As  Dean  Stone  said,  "A  director  working  full  time  will  be  able  to  give 
closer  coordination  and  direction  to  the  teaching  effort  on  the  various  sur- 
gical specialties." 

We  all  welcome  you.  Doctor  Buxton,  and  hope  that  you  remain  a 
member  of  our  happy  family  a  long  time. 


DOCTOR   WILLIAM   S.    STONE    NAMED    DEAN 
OF   MEDSCAL   SCHOOL 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  action  of  the  President  of  the  University  and 
Board  of  Regents,  Doctor  William  S.  Stone,  Director  of  Medical  Education 
and  Research,  was  nominated  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine  to  succeed 
Doctor  H.  Boyd  Wylie  who  retired  July  1,  1955.  Doctor  Stone's  new  office 
will  include  both  the  responsibilities  of  the  Director  of  Medical  Education 
and  Research  as  well  as  those  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine. 
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DOCTOR  JOHN  DAVID  YOUNG,  JR., 

Professor  of  Urology 

Doctor  John  David  Young,  Jr.,  was  named  Professor  of  Urology  and 
Head  of  this  division  by  President  Wilson  H.  Elkins  and  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University.  He  assumed  this  p>osition  July  1,  1955. 

Doctor  Young  was  born  in  Westminster,  Maryland.  He  received  his  pre- 
liminary education  at  the  Uniontown  Elementary  School  and  the  New 
Windsor  High  School  where  he  was  graduated  in  1924.  He  received  a  B.S. 
degree  from  Bridgewater  College  in  1938  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Maryland  in  1941. 

Following  this  he  interned  at  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  from  July 
1941  to  June  1942.  Doctor  Young  held  the  following  residences:  Assistant 
Resident  in  Surgery,  Maryland  General  Hospital,  July  1942  to  December 
1943;  Resident  in  Surgery,  Maryland  General  Hospital,  January  1944  to 
June  1944;  Assistant  Resident  in  Urology,  University  of  Rochester  Medical 
Center,  October  1946  to  June  1949;  Resident  in  Urology,  University  of 
Rochester  Medical  Center,  July  1949  to  June  1950. 

He  was  with  the  United  States  Army  from  July  1944  to  September  1946 
where  he  reached  the  rank  of  Captain  M.C. 

Doctor  Young  held  the  following  appointments:  Urologist,  University 
Hospital;  Urologist,  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital;  Consultant  Urologist,  Balti- 
more City  Hospitals;  Urologist,  Maryland  General  Hospital;  Chief,  Urol- 
ogy Out-Patient  Department,  University  Hospital. 

He  held  the  following  Medical  School  appointments:  Associate  in  Urol- 
ogy, University  of  Maryland;  Instructor  in  Urology,  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Board  of  Urology,  the  American 
Medical  Association,  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society,  the  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland  and  the  Mid-Adantic  Section  of  the 
American  Urological  Association  (pending). 
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DR.   MAURICE   C.   PINCOFFS 

Professor  of  Preventive  Medicine 

Dr.  Pincoffs,  who  served  for  many  years  as  professor  and  head  of  the 
department  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  has  accepted  a  new  challenge.  He 
is  now  the  first  professor  of  the  vast  and  potential  field  of  Preventive 
Medicine.  His  long  and  distinguished  years  of  experience  are  greatly 
reflected  in  the  organization  and  planning  of  this  new  department. 

Dr.  Pincoffs,  son  of  Maurice  Henry  and  Louise  Pincofis,  was  born  August 
6,  1886,  in  Chicago,  Illinois. 

In  1909  he  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  in  1912  a  degree  in  Medicine  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University. 
Following  an  internship  at  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Chicago,  Dr.  Pincoflfs 
returned  to  Baltimore.  He  went  to  City  Hospitals  where  he  served  as  a 
medical  resident  for  two  years. 

In  1919  two  very  important  events  happened  in  his  life.  He  met  and  mar- 
ried Katherine  Randall,  and  subsequently  became  the  proud  father  of  three 
children,  namely:  Maurice  Charles,  Katherine  Susan  and  Peter  H.  Pincofifs. 
He  also  became  an  Instructor  in  Medicine  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
School  of  Medicine,  where  he  taught  for  two  years.  Then  he  made  a 
decision  which  was  to  influence  the  intellectual  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Medicine  for  years  to  come.  He 
accepted  a  position  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Medical  Department. 
He  maintained  this  position  from  1922  until  1954,  at  which  time  he  was 
appointed  Professor  of  Preventive  Medicine. 

During  World  Wars  I  and  II  Dr.  Pincoffs  served  with  distinction.  In 
World  War  I  he  received  the  rank  of  a  commanding  officer  of  a  medical 
company,  and  in  World  War  II  he  organized  the  42nd  General  Hospital 
as  a  University  of  Maryland  Unit.  Among  some  of  his  awards  were  the 
Distinguished  Service  Cross,  Legion  of  Merit  with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  and 
Croix  de  Guerre  with  Palm.  He  has  participated  as  a  member  of  numerous 
professional  societies  and  committees.  He  has  advised  the  Secretary  of  War 
and  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  Medical  Advisory 
Council  from  1947  to  1948. 

Dr.  Pincofis  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians 
in  1923  and  a  Master  in  1947.  He  served  as  the  College  Governor  for  the 
State  of  Maryland  from  1926  to  1929,  and  as  a  Regent  from  1929  to  1932. 
For  seven  years  he  was  Regent  ex-OflScio  by  reason  of  being  the  Editor  of 
the  "Annals  of  Internal  Medicine."  Then  in  1950  Dr.  Pincofifs  was  made 
President-Elect  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

As  Professor  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Dr.  Pincoffs  has  become  extremely 
interested  in  rehabilitation  and  improvement  of  home  situations.  One  of 
his  plans  includes  visits  into  the  homes  by  medical  students  and  a  full 
evaluation  of  the  patients'  circumstances. 

Dr.  Pincoffs  has  contributed  much  to  the  University  of  Maryland  School 
of  Medicine  in  all  phases  of  his  work. 
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DR.   THEODORE   E.   WOODWARD 

Dr.  Theodore  E.  Woodward,  Professor  of  Medicine,  and  one  of  the 
foremost  contributors  to  the  knowledge  of  infectious  diseases,  sees  "a 
bright  future"  as  he  studies  the  possibilities  of  his  ever-increasing  depart- 
ment. 

One  of  the  most  significant  and  notable  changes  in  clinical  medicine 
during  the  past  decade  has  been  the  establishment  of  numerous  sub- 
specialties. In  order  to  enhance  teaching  in  these  sub-specialties,  full  time 
staff  physicians  have  been  appointed  to  devote  a  major  part  of  their  day 
to  department  activities.  Among  the  more  recently  established  divisions 
are  Infectious  Diseases,  Hypertension  and  Radioactive  Isotopes. 

Dr.  Woodward's  chief  interest  has  been  in  rickettsial,  virus  and  bacterial 
and  infectious  diseases.  A  graduate  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  in 
1934,  he  completed  his  medical  studies  at  the  University  of  Maryland  and, 
following  his  graduation,  served  as  a  rotating  intern  at  the  University 
Hospital  from  1938  to  1940.  In  1940  he  went  to  the  Henry  Ford  Hospital 
in  Detroit  where  he  served  as  an  assistant  resident  and  became  extremely 
interested  in  gastro-intestinal  diseases. 

As  a  member  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  he  was  called  to  active  duty 
in  1941  and  assigned  to  Fort  Meade.  From  Fort  Meade  he  entered  the 
School  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  Washington  and  later  was  assigned  to 
Bermuda  for  field  work  in  Dengue  Fever.  Then,  while  in  Jamaica  and 
in  the  British  West  Indies,  he  became  quite  interested  in  the  virus  and 
rickettsial  diseases.  He  was  assigned  thereafter  to  the  Army  Medical  School, 
virus  and  rickettsial  department,  and  then  to  the  United  States  Army 
Typhus  Commission. 

After  his  discharge  from  the  United  States  Army,  as  a  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  he  returned  to  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Medicine 
as  Director  of  the  Section  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and  later  was  appointed 
Professor  of  Medicine. 

During  the  past  year  he  served  a  lectureship  in  Japan  where  he  was 
confronted  with  the  loss  of  his  son.  The  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  of 
the  University  of  Maryland  wishes  to  express  its  condolences  to  Dr. 
Woodward. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Woodward  for  all  he  has  done  for 
us  and  for  the  School  of  Medicine! 
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DOCTOR  EDWARDS  RETIRES  AS  ACTING  SURGICAL  CHIEF 

Doctor  Charles  Reid  Edwards,  Professor  of  Surgery,  who  has  served  as 
Acting  Head  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  since  the  retirement  of  Doctor 
Arthur  M.  Shipley  in  1948,  relinquished  his  duties  on  August  15  to  Doctor 
Robert  Buxton,  newly  appointed  Professor  of  Surgery  and  Chairman  of 
the  Department.  Never  a  candidate  for  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Depart- 
ment, Doctor  Edwards  had  managed  the  affairs  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery  following  Doctor  Shipley's  retirement. 

He  is  an  alumnus  of  the  School  of  Medicine  in  the  Class  of  1913.  He 
served  his  internship  at  the  University  Hospital  and  was  resident  surgeon 
in  1915.  With  the  advent  of  World  War  I  he  saw  service  overseas  in 
Belfort,  France.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  he  returned  to  private 
practice  and  became  interested  in  teaching  in  the  Department  of  Surgery 
under  Doctor  Arthur  Shipley.  He  was  gradually  advanced  to  various  clini- 
cal grades  and  in  1931  was  made  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  and  was 
given  a  surgical  teaching  service  at  the  University  Hospital.  In  this  capacity 
he  continued  until  the  retirement  of  Doctor  Shipley  in  1948. 

One  of  the  consistent  and  reliable  consultants  and  advisors.  Doctor 
Edwards  is  pre-eminently  known  among  students  as  a  forceful  teacher, 
an  expert  clinical  surgeon  and  an  interested  advisor.  He  has  maintained 
a  continued  interest  in  clinical  problems  and  is  the  author  of  numerous 
publications  on  widely  diverse  surgical  subjects. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland  and  a  member  of  its  council  for  nine 
years.  He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Baltimore  City  Medical  Society,  a 
fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons  and  a  member  of  its  Board 
of  Governors  for  nine  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Surgical 
Association,  the  Southern  Surgical  Association,  the  Society  of  Clinical 
Surgeons  and  the  Society  for  Surgery  of  Trauma. 

Doctor  Edwards  will  continue  his  clinical  practice  on  the  staff  of  the 
School  of  Medicine  and  the  University  Hospital. 
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DOCTOR  LOUIS  H.  DOUGLASS  RETIRES 

In  Danville,  Virginia,  Malcolm  E.  Douglass  and  Ora  A.  Harriman 
Douglass  were  presented  with  a  boy  on  Christmas  day  in  the  year  1888. 
He  was  named  Louis  Harriman  Douglass. 

Louis  was  graduated  from  the  Baltimore  City  College  in  June,  1907. 
The  following  fall,  in  October,  1907,  he  matriculated  at  the  University  of 
Maryland,  School  of  Medicine. 

During  four  eventful  years  he  had  the  privilege  of  studying  under  a 
faculty  composed  of  a  number  of  outstanding  teachers. 

He  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  on  June  1,  1911.  He 
spent  his  intern  year,  1911-1912,  and  a  year  of  residency,  1912-1913,  at 
our  University  Hospital. 

He  was  appointed  to  our  faculty  as  Assistant  in  Obstetrics  in  1915;  Asso- 
ciate in  Obstetrics  in  1920;  Associate  Professor  of  Obstetrics  in  1923;  Pro- 
fessor of  Clinical  Obstetrics  in  1927;  Acting  Head  of  Obstetrics  in  1937 
and  Professor  and  Head  of  Obstetrics  in  1938. 

From  June  1917  to  October  1919,  he  was  lieutenant  in  the  Medical 
Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy. 

On  March  1,  1935,  Doctor  Douglass  was  made  Obstetrician-in-Chief  at 
the  Baltimore  City  Hospitals. 

Among  his  contributions  to  medical  care  are  the  low  new  born  and 
maternal  losses  in  his  own  clinical  work,  the  organization  of  the  maternal 
mortality  committee  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  Society,  and  his  participation 
with  other  far-sighted  physicians  in  inaugurating  the  Baltimore  Rh  Typing 
Laboratory,  Inc. 

In  the  capacity  as  Department  Head,  Doctor  Douglass  has  proved  an 
excellent  teacher.  He  has  a  splendidly  organized  department  from  service, 
records  and  educational  standpoints.  His  residency  program  has  produced 
an  outstanding  group  of  soundly  trained  and  loyal  physicians. 

Louis  Douglass  has  spent  his  whole  professional  life  in  our  Medical 
School  and  hospital.  He  has  experienced  many  advancements  on  our  cam- 
pus, and  has  contributed  wholesomely  to  their  accomplishment. 

Doctor  Douglass  formally  retired  on  July  1,  1955.  We  all  wish  him  a 
well-earned  rest  and  many  more  years  in  which  to  enjoy  it. 
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DR.  ARTHUR  M.  SHIPLEY

Early  on  Sunday  morning,  October  16,  Dr.  Shipley  was  found  to  have 
passed  away  quietly  in  his  sleep.  So  ended  the  career  of  this  very  dynamic 
surgeon. 

Dr.  Shipley  was  born  at  Harman,  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland, 
on  January  8,  1878.  He  was  the  son  of  Roderick  O.  Shipley,  a  prominent 
farmer  of  that  county. 

After  attending  the  local  schools,  he  supplemented  his  academic  training 
by  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county.  He  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Maryland  Medical  School  in  1902  and  was  the  Honor  Man 
of  the  Class.  After  graduation  in  medicine  he  continued  his  studies  in 
Strasbourg,  Germany. 

On  May  6,  1909,  he  married  Julia  Armistead  Joynes  of  the  Eastern  Shore 
of  Virginia.  Mrs.  Shipley  was  for  many  years  an  active  member  of  the 
Woman's  Board  of  the  University  Hospital,  as  well  as  being  prominent 
in  civic  and  social  affairs  of  Baltimore.  Mrs.  Shipley,  while  a  cheerful 
invalid,  still  maintains  her  interest  in  affairs  at  the  University  Hospital. 

Dr.  Shipley  was  Superintendent  of  the  University  Hospital  from  1904 
to  1908.  During  this  period  he  began  his  career  as  a  teacher.  He  taught 
in  the  Nursing  School  of  the  Hospital  as  well  as  in  the  Medical  School. 
His  enthusiasm  for  teaching  never  waned  during  his  long  connection  with 
the  University.  In  1920  he  was  made  Professor  of  Surgery  in  the  Medical 
School  and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  in  the  Hospital.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  important  surgical  societies  of  the  country  and  was  a 
Regent  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  In  1937-38  he  was  President 
of  the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Faculty  of  Maryland.  For  many  years  Dr. 
Shipley  was  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Baltimore  City  Hospitals.  The  service 
he  rendered  to  the  impoverished  people  of  Baltimore  while  patients  at  the 
City  Hospitals  cannot  be  estimated. 

During  World  War  I  he  served  in  France  with  distinction  as  Chief  of 
the  Surgical  Service  of  Evacuation  Hospital  No.  8,  AEF,  and  was  cited 
for  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal. 

Upon  his  return  from  World  War  I  he  wrote  a  series  of  interesting 
articles  concerned  with  his  war  experiences  and  published  them  in  the 
Hospital  Bulletin.  He  was  the  author  of  many  surgical  papers  and  mono- 
graphs, some  of  which  appeared  in  book  form.  He  was  much  sought  after 
as  a  speaker  on  surgical  subjects,  both  locally  and  nationally.  However, 
with  all  his  attainments,  the  graduates  of  the  Medical  School  best  remem- 
ber him  as  a  great  teacher. 

In  an  editorial  in  the  Baltimore  Sun  of  October  18,  1955  .  .  .  "Dr. 
Shipley  was  not  a  showy  man.  He  shunned  those  activities  which  would

have  drawn  the  Hmelight  to  him.  He  was  too  busy,  he  said  many  times, 
to  play  around  with  politics,  with  organizations  and  movements  devoted 
to  this,  that  or  the  other  cause.  But  he  was  never  too  busy  to  keep  up  with 
the  advancement  of  the  profession  to  which  he  had  dedicated  himself.  .  .  ." 

There  was  no  phase  of  the  hospital  activities  that  did  not  absorb  his 
interest.  This  was  particularly  true  of  the  Nursing  School.  For  many  years 
he  taught  the  nurses  various  subjects  of  surgical  nursing  care  and  adminis- 
tration, he  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff's  Nursing  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. He,  thus,  was  always  vitally  interested  in  the  nursing  department 
and  proud  of  its  accomplishments.  His  advice  was  invaluable  in  the  main- 
tenance of  a  proper  nursing  school  and  the  welfare  of  the  nurses.  There 
was  scarcely  a  time  that  he  did  not  have  one  or  more  nurses  under  his 
professional  care. 

The  operating  room  was  his  castle.  All  those  fortunate  enough  to  have 
been  associated  with  him  while  he  was  operating  could  not  help  but  absorb 
some  of  his  wisdom.  In  his  surgical  ward  classes  he  was  impressive  for  he 
described  in  detail  the  anatomical,  as  well  as  the  pathologic,  structures  he 
encountered.  When  all  was  going  well  in  the  operation  he  would  digress 
for  a  while  and  talk  of  recent  books  he  had  read  or  make  some  appropriate 
quotation  from  some  of  his  books  on  poetry,  largely  from  Milton  or 
Shakespeare  and  often  enough  from  the  Bible.  He  was  a  perfectionist.  He 
tried  to  do  everything  as  well  as  possible,  therefore  he  expected  and  de- 
manded that  his  patients  were  cared  for  well.  He  did  not  spare  himself 
day  or  night  and  he  insisted  that  those  associated  with  him  do  the  same. 
In  making  rounds  among  the  patients  he  was  adept  in  giving  an  encourag- 
ing word  or  look  but  he  avoided  chatting  with  patients.  Jokes  and  coarse 
talk  were  practically  unknown  in  him.  He  was  at  his  best  though  when 
comforting  a  bereaved  family.  He  was  frank  and  outspoken  with  patients, 
and  being  a  busy  man  he  was  at  times  abrupt. 

During  the  period  of  the  association  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  College 
and  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  with  the  University  of  Mary- 
land from  1915  to  1920,  there  were  many  hectic  days.  The  staffs  of  three 
medical  schools  and  three  hospitals  were  integrated.  During  this  period 
Dr.  Shipley  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  steering  the  medical  school  through 
some  very  rough  water.  In  a  letter  in  the  "Forum"  of  the  Baltimore  Sun 
of  October  19,  1955,  Dr.  Harvey  B.  Stone,  one  of  Dr.  Shipley's  closest 
friends,  wrote,  among  other  comments  on  Dr.  Shipley's  character,  this: 
"His  greatest  achievement  was  the  rehabilitation  and  modernization,  with 
the  help  of  devoted  associates,  of  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of 
Medicine."  .  .  .  "Dr.  Shipley  combined  unusual  intellectual  gifts  with 
great  force  of  character,  high  standards  of  personal  and  professional  ethics, 
and  lofty  and  sustained  purpose.  He  deserves  the  grateful  remembrance  of 
this  coinmunity." 

For  a  year  or  so  during  this  amalgamation,  he  was  acting  dean  of  the 
Medical  School,  which  he  undertook  in  addition  to  his  other  school  offices. 
He  said  he  was  glad  to  give  up  the  deanship  with  its  myriad  of  detail  work. 
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Socially  Dr.  Shipley  was  not  much  interested  in  purely  social  functions. 
He  was  not  much  for  small  talk  but  could  be  a  most  interesting  informal 
talker  on  his  travels  or  on  his  hobbies — gardening  and  purposeful  reading. 
His  best  subject  was  history  which  he  read  widely  and  he  could  correlate 
historical  dates  and  events  with  amazing  exactness. 

He  belonged  to  several  dinner  clubs  and  was  often  the  center  of  interest 
when  he  talked  on  historical  subjects  or  on  his  experiences  in  France  in 
World  War  I,  upon  which  he  liked  to  reflect.  Among  his  hobbies  was  an 
annual  salmon  fishing  expedition.  These  trips  rested  him  immeasureably 
and  the  pleasant  associations  and  eventful  experiences  made  lively  conver- 
sation during  the  winter  months.  In  later  years  he  enjoyed  vacations  by  the 
ocean  and  undertook  surf  bathing  for  as  long  as  he  was  able. 

When  Dr.  Shipley  resigned  his  position  at  the  University  of  Maryland  in 
1948  a  grateful  staff  gave  a  dinner  in  honor  of  his  great  accomplishments. 
He  was  deeply  sensitive  to  this  recognition  of  his  long  service. 

The  University  of  Maryland  will  long  feel  the  impress  of  so  great  a  man 
as  this.

THE  CLASS  OF  1910  SENDS  GREETINGS  TO  THE  CLASS  OF  1955 
By  Ellen  Coleman  Israel 

In  celebration  of  our  forty-fifth  anniversary  we  are  asking  the  Bulletin 
Committee  to  publish  our  Commencement  Address  as  given  to  us  by  our 
late  beloved  Professor  and  friend.  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Shipley. 

ADDRESS  BY  DR.  ARTHUR  M.  SHIPLEY 
TO  CLASS  OF  1910 

"A  nurse's  life  is  a  life  given  to  service;  and  because  of  this  I  have  taken 
as  a  sort  of  text,  some  lines  of  Leigh  Hunt,  a  little  poem  entitled  Abou 
Ben  Ad  hem. 
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"  'Abou  Ben  Adhem  (may  his  tribe  increase) 
Awoke  one  night  from  a  sweet  dream  of  peace 
And  saw  within  the  moonHght  in  his  room 
Making  it  rich  and  Hke  a  lily  in  bloom 
An  angel  writing  in  a  book  of  gold. 
Exceeding  peace  had  made  Ben  Adhem  bold 
And  to  the  presence  in  the  room  he  said 
What  writest  thou?  The  angel  raised  its  head 
And  with  a  look  made  all  of  sweet  accord 
Answered  "The  names  of  those  who  love  the  Lord." 
"And  is  mine  one,"  said  Abou.  "Nay  not  so," 
Replied  the  angel.  Abou  spoke  more  low 
But  cheerly  still;  and  said,  "I  pray  thee  then 
Write  me  as  one  that  loves  his  fellow  men." 
The  angel  wrote  and  vanished.  The  next  night 
It  came  again  with  a  great  wakening  light 
And  showed  the  names  whom  love  of  God  had  blessed 
And  lo!  Ben  Adhem's  name  led  all  the  rest.' 

"And  so  your  life  is  to  be  given  to  service.  And  in  that  it  does  not  differ 
very  markedly  from  the  lives  of  the  rest  of  us.  Most  lives  are  given  to 
service  of  one  sort  or  another.  It  is  the  kind  of  service  that  makes  the 
difference.  There  are  those  of  us  who  serve  our  lives  out  to  love  of  money, 
or  love  of  power,  or  love  of  fame;  and  some  there  are  who  follow  blindly 
any  will-o'-the-wisp,  but  you  have  chosen  a  service  to  your  fellow  man, 
and  it  is  a  right  wise  and  satisfying  choice. 

"You  are  about  to  begin  an  old  life  in  a  new  way.  You  are  about  to 
begin  to  practice  what  you  have  learned,  but  under  changed  conditions. 
However  much  you  may  have  rebelled  at  different  things  during  your 
hospital  residence,  you  are  going  to  miss  it  all.  You  will  miss  the  advice 
of  those  who  have  often  advised  you  against  your  will  perhaps,  but  most 
of  all  you  will  miss  the  association  with  one  another.  You  do  not  realize 
how  you  have  grown  into  each  others'  lives  and  thoughts.  As  the  years 
slip  by  you  will  forget  some  of  the  unpleasant  things  and  remember  the 
comforting  things.  Be  loyal  always  to  your  class  and  your  school.  Associate 
yourself  with  its  graduates.  Return  as  often  as  possible  and  renew  old 
acquaintances.  Lend  your  advice  and  encouragement  to  those  who  are 
traveling  the  road  you  know  so  well.  The  future  of  your  training  school 
depends  to  some  extent  on  what  you  shall  say  and  do.  Praise  if  you  can, 
criticize  if  you  must,  but  make  your  criticism  in  a  manner  that  will  be 
helpful. 

"Your  success  as  a  nurse  will  depend  largely  upon  two  things;  first  as 
to  what  impression  you  make  upon  physicians,  and  second  as  to  how  you 
impress  your  patients  and  their  relatives.  Now  the  physician  and  the  patient 
will  judge  you  by  different  standards  very  largely.  The  physician  will  be 
guided  in  his  opinion  of  you  by  the  manner  in  which  you  do  your  work, 
by  your  professional  attitude,  by  the  skill  you  show  in  carrying  out  his 
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directions.  The  patient  will  judge  you  by  other  standards;  he  will  be 
influenced  largely  by  your  personality  and  character;  he  will  have  no  way 
of  judging  your  technical  skill,  but  he  will  lind  out  very  soon  what  manner 
of  person  you  are,  so  it  behooves  you  to  remember  that  you  are  both  a  nurse 
and  an  individual.  You  should  endeavor  to  be  just  as  proficient  in  the  one 
as  in  the  other, 

"The  art  of  nursing  is  as  old  as  the  race  itself  and  it  has  been  always 
the  duty  of  women  to  nurse  the  sick  and  comfort  the  anguished.  It  is 
instinctive  in  us  to  turn  to  womenkind  for  solace  when  we  are  distressed. 
It  begins  when  we  are  small  children.  At  the  slightest  hurt  it  is  to  our 
mother,  aunts  or  older  sisters  that  we  hasten  for  sympathy.  And  so  what- 
ever may  be  said  about  the  wisdom  of  women  entering  into  the  various 
occupations  of  life  all  are  agreed  that  nursing  is  essentially  a  woman's 
work.  Who  but  women  have  the  patience  and  the  tact,  the  long  suffering 
and  the  gentleness  to  be  nurses.  While  the  art  of  nursing  is  an  old  one, 
the  trained  nurse  is  a  product  of  the  last  fifty  years.  It  is  to  Florence  Night- 
ingale that  most  credit  is  due.  She  began  the  organization  and  training  of 
nurses  at  St.  Thomas  Hospital,  in  London,  in  1853.  It  was  not  until  1872 
that  the  first  class  of  trained  nurses,  in  this  country,  was  graduated  from 
Bellevue  Hospital  in  New  York  City.  From  this  very  recent  beginning  the 
nurse  has  become  almost  as  important  a  factor  in  the  treatment  of  disease 
as  is  the  physician  himself.  You  have  chosen  a  splendid  work;  you  have 
entered  upon  a  life  that  is  full  of  the  possibility  of  growth  and  usefulness; 
you  are  already  recognized  as  one  of  the  blessings  of  the  age.  Man  is  often 
uncertain  as  to  his  need  for  education,  or  even  religion,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  as  to  his  urgent  need  for  help  when  he  is  ill;  you  are 
trained  for  the  helping  and  I  believe  you  will  come  very  near  to  happiness 
and  peace  of  mind  in  your  calling,  that  you  will  come  as  near  to  finding 
these  things  as  any  of  us,  and  very  much  nearer  than  many. 

"Let  us  analyze  for  a  moment  some  of  the  objects  of  life.  What  are  the 
things  that  we  want?  Many  of  us  have  rather  vague  ideas  about  it.  If  the 
good  fairy  of  the  story  books  of  our  childhood  should  appear  suddenly 
before  us  and  give  us  three  wishes,  what  would  those  wishes  be?  It  is  fair 
to  assume  that  most  of  us  would  include  in  these  three,  happiness.  One  of 
the  definitions  of  life  is  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  Now,  happiness  is  a 
vague  and  uncertain  thing  and  for  most  of  us  dwells  always  in  the  next 
country. 

"Let  us  see  then  how  the  practice  of  your  profession  makes  your  happi- 
ness. You  should  be  most  happy  in  the  possession  of  a  life  work;  work  is 
the  greatest  medicine  in  the  world;  if  it  were  not  for  work,  our  asylums 
and  sanitoriums  would  be  full  to  overflowing;  it  is  the  thing  that  keeps  us 
steady  and  sane  and  clear-headed.  Pick  up  any  paper,  in  any  city,  during 
any  day,  in  any  year,  and  you  will  notice  that  nearly  all  of  the  foolishness, 
and  a  good  majority  of  the  vice,  are  the  doings  of  the  idle.  To  have  found 
a  life  work,  to  be  able  to  do  it  well,  and  to  be  happy  in  the  doing  is  about 
as  near  to  the  Islands  of  the  Blessed  as  we  may  hope  to  get  during  the 
years  of  the  life  that  now  is. 
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"There  is  much  prospect  of  happiness  in  the  opportunities  of  your  calling. 
No  matter  where  your  work  shall  take  you,  you  have  a  wonderful  chance 
to  preach  the  gospel  of  hope  and  cheerfulness  and  right  thinking;  not 
preaching  it  by  word  of  mouth,  Heaven  forbid,  but  preaching  it  by  your 
conduct.  You  may,  if  you  will,  easily  become  moral  lighthouses  on  a  dark 
and  stormy  sea. 

"Then  you  may  become  an  educational  force.  Teaching  is  one  of  the 
great  joys  of  life,  if  you  do  not  believe  it  look  for  a  moment  at  the  thou- 
sands of  teachers  scattered  through  the  world  who  are  devoting  their  lives 
to  instructing  others,  a  devotion  that  can  in  no  sense  be  measured  by  the 
salaries  paid.  There  is  more  unpaid  effort  expended  in  the  teaching  of 
the  children  and  grownups  of  the  world  than  in  any  other  one  thing. 
Think  of  the  millions  of  mothers  who  teach  their  children,  the  thousands 
of  religious  institutions  where  teaching  is  done,  the  tens  of  thousands  of 
lives  devoted  partially  or  wholly  to  charity,  and  teaching  is  the  fundamental 
principle  of  all  charities,  and  you  will  readily  see  how  easy  it  is  for  you 
to  become  teachers  also.  It  is  not  only  your  opportunity  but  your  duty  to 
teach  by  example  how  things  should  be  done.  You  may  become  teachers  of 
cleanliness.  Mankind  is  far  from  being  clean,  the  great  sciences  of  Hygiene 
and  Preventive  Medicine  are  largely  a  matter  of  cleanliness.  We  are  all 
by  nature  imitators,  and  you  can  scarcely  go  into  a  home  and  remain  for 
any  time  without  exerting  an  influence.  Don't  think  it  is  your  duty  always 
to  tell  people  that  their  way  is  wrong,  just  simply  show  them  how  beautiful 
a  thing  is  cleanliness. 

"Your  life  work  is  going  to  bring  you  into  a  peculiarly  intimate  relation- 
ship with  all  kinds  of  people,  some  of  these  will  help  and  improve  you, 
and  some  will  need  your  help  and  counsel.  You  are  going  into  homes  at  a 
time  of  anxiety  and  disturbance  and  oftimes  anguish.  You  are  going  to 
help  and  not  to  hinder.  Don't  forget  that.  It  is  going  to  be  your  duty  to 
slip  into  the  lives  of  people,  to  abide  with  them  for  a  period,  and  then  slip 
out  again.  On  the  manner  of  your  coming  and  your  going  rests  the  reputa- 
tion of  your  craft.  You  can't  possibly  be  so  good  a  nurse  as  to  make  folks 
forget  that  you  are  not  a  good  woman.  You  have  in  your  keeping  the 
reputation,  not  only  of  nurses,  but  of  womankind  as  well.  It  is  your  duty 
to  make  of  your  self-respect  a  sort  of  idol  and  to  bow  down  before  night 
and  morning  all  your  life  long.  Your  work  will  give  you  glimpses  of  the 
naked  human  soul,  and  from  this  vision  you  will  oft  recoil.  Time  and 
again  you  will  go  down  with  your  patients  to  the  very  brink  of  the  river 
whose  name  is  death,  and  the  absence,  so  often,  of  anything  spiritual  in 
the  manner  of  their  dying  will  be  mightily  disturbing  to  those  of  you  who 
ponder  things,  still,  in  spite  of  this  don't  be  morose;  don't  let  the  serious 
side  of  it  disturb  your  balance;  think  seriously  but  be  cheerful;  you  know 
that  serious  people  are  often  most  uniformly  cheerful. 

"So  a  large  part  of  your  equipment  in  the  practice  of  your  profession 
should  be  cheerfulness.  The  most  welcome  person  anywhere  is  the  cheerful 
one.  You  have  no  idea  what  a  tonic  a  quietly  cheerful  person  is  to  those 
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who  are  sick.  Don't  let  the  little  wrongs  disturb  you,  and  above  all  don't 
think  the  world  is  coming  to  an  end  because  things  are  not  done  your  way. 
There  are  many  good  ways  of  doing  the  same  thing,  so  carry  cheerfulness 
with  you  along  with  your  thermometer  and  the  one  will  lessen  the  need 
for  the  other. 

"Now  just  a  word  about  old  customs  and  old  morals  as  compared  with 
the  new;  when  we  are  young  we  are  radical,  we  don't  believe  in  things,  or 
we  believe  that  they  should  be  different,  we  do  not  see  any  sense  in  a 
certain  custom,  we  think  we  have  been  ordained  to  overturn  the  world 
and  so  we  set  gaily  out  to  smash  things,  we  refuse  absolutely  to  bow  down 
to  the  'God  of  things  as  they  are'  and  we  become  converts  to  the  'God  of 
things  as  they  ought  to  be'  and  so  we  give  our  parents  and  our  older 
friends  much  anxiety. 

"It  is  not  until  we  are  older  and  wiser  that  it  begins  to  dawn  upon  us 
just  how  foolish  we  have  been,  it  is  then  that  we  realize  that  the  customs 
and  morals  of  the  world  are  not  the  product  of  one  day  or  even  one  cen- 
tury, but  have  been  worked  out  through  the  years  by  thousands  of  men 
earnestly  seeking  for  the  right,  that  they  are  the  results  of  the  combined 
experiences  of  the  generations  of  mankind  since  our  forefathers  first  walked 
the  earth,  having  learned  this  lesson  we  become  orthodox  again.  Now  your 
manner  of  life  is  going  to  take  you  away  from  home  influences,  you  are 
already  probably  looking  forward  eagerly  to  a  wide  liberty  of  thought  and 
action;  the  world  is  full  of  half  baked  creeds  and  issues  of  all  sort,  just 
now  women  seem  to  be  most  affected  by  them.  This  is  probably  because 
womankind  is  experiencing  a  fuller  liberty  than  they  have  ever  known  and 
like  children  out  of  school  after  a  long  session  they  do  not  know  what 
mischief  to  get  into  next.  Don't  take  any  of  these  things  too  seriously  and 
above  all  don't  take  yourself  too  seriously.  Don't  adopt  the  first  new  thing 
that  comes  along  as  your  creed  and  then  proceed  to  preach  this  new  doc- 
trine wherever  you  go.  There  is  no  worse  bore  on  the  face  of  the  good 
green  earth  than  such  a  person. 

"Try  to  be  simple  and  natural  and  kind  and  good.  In  this  business  of 
being  a  nurse,  don't  forget  to  be  a  woman,  the  kind  of  woman  your  mother 
would  want  you  to  be.  There  is  no  particular  demand  in  the  world  at  the 
present  time  for  cleverness  or  brilliancy,  but  there  is  a  great  demand  for 
steadfast  and  dependable  persons.  Be  natural.  Have  you  ever  noticed  that 
our  great  gothic  cathedrals  are  only  attempts  on  our  part  to  build  some- 
thing that  resembles  the  tall  trees  of  the  forest  where  in  old  days  our 
ancestors  gathered  to  worship.  The  great  writers  of  music  have  striven  to 
reproduce  the  sounds  heard  in  the  natural  world  about  us,  the  voice  of 
the  ocean,  the  music  of  birds,  the  wind,  the  rain,  and  on  their  success  rests 
their  fame.  The  great  scientists  have  done  nothing  more  than  to  attempt 
to  read  correcdy  the  meaning  of  the  phenomena  of  the  things  about  us. 
One  man  explained  so  common  a  thing  as  the  falling  of  an  apple  to  the 
earth  and  is  for  all  time  one  of  the  immortals  thereby.  Another,  a  physician, 
explained  so  universal  a  thing  as  the  circulation  of  the  blood  and  because 
of  that  is  the  father  of  physiology.    Another,  also  a  physician,  working  in

far-off  Asia  Minor  and  Greece,  and  living  on  the  very  threshold  of  civiliza- 
tion, wrote  down  in  a  simple  manner  what  he  saw  and  knew  and  is  known 
as  the  father  of  medicine. 

"Those  who  have  seen  fartherest  into  the  mysteries  of  life  are  most  simple 
and  natural  and  humble,  so  don't  set  yourselves  up  with  pride  in  your 
knowledge.  It  is  a  big,  big  world  and  we  are  a  very  small  part  of  it  all. 

"One  of  the  gravest  dangers  to  you  is  the  drift  toward  materialism  and 
away  from  the  things  of  the  spirit,  imagination,  hope,  enthusiasm,  faith 
and  charity.  Your  horizon  is  very  apt  to  become  narrow,  you  forget  to  read, 
or  if  you  read  you  do  so  only  for  amusement,  you  forget  that  the  divine 
spark  burns  brightly  in  only  a  few  persons  scattered  here  and  there  in  the 
life  of  the  race,  and  these  have  written  down  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
live  after  them,  what  they  have  seen,  felt  and  heard,  they  have  striven  to 
keep  the  flame  alive  through  the  years,  so  that  it  is  only  by  reading  and 
pondering  what  is  read  that  we  who  are  made  of  ordinary  clay  may  from 
time  to  time  get  a  glimpse  of  the  light  of  it  and  feel  its  warmth, 

"Take  enthusiasm  for  instance.  Enthusiasm  is  purely  a  thing  of  the 
spirit;  it  exists  only  in  the  brain  of  man;  it  is  in  no  sense  a  material  thing; 
it  can't  be  valued  by  our  modern  craze  to  reduce  everything  to  dollars  and 
cents;  it  can't  be  measured,  weighed,  bought  or  sold  and  yet  it  is  a  priceless 
thing,  one  of  the  most  powerful  moving  forces  in  the  affairs  of  men  and 
one  of  the  most  attractive  of  personal  gifts.  What  was  it  do  you  suppose 
that  made  Queen  Isabella  pawn  her  jewels  in  order  to  aid  a  mad  adventurer 
in  a  crazy  quest?  And  then  when  his  three  small  ships  had  steadfastly  set 
their  sails  westward  and  had  gone  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  world  as 
then  known,  what  was  it  kept  his  superstitious  sailors  from  turning  back 
to  home  and  Spain?  Nothing  but  the  sheer  influence  of  the  embounded 
faith  and  enthusiasm  of  one  man, 

"If  you  would  have  a  clear  idea  of  the  power  of  the  spiritual  in  the  world 
consider  the  life  of  Joan  of  Arc,  Born  and  reared  near  the  great  forest  of 
Domremy,  she  had  communed  with  the  spirits  that  were  supposed  to  dwell 
in  that  great  woods  eighteen  miles  deep  to  the  center.  During  this  time 
France  was  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  English  and  a  cowardly 
king  still  uncrowned  was  on  her  throne.  This  young  girl  entirely  ignorant 
of  any  knowledge  of  warfare  and  knowing  nothing  of  the  ways  of  the 
world  put  herself  at  the  head  of  the  French  and  in  a  short  time  raised 
sieges,  won  battles,  reclaimed  most  of  France  and  crowned  the  king  at 
Rheims.  Then  she  went  to  a  martyr's  death,  but  one  of  the  great  miracles 
of  history  had  been  performed.  How?  Because  of  the  influence  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  faith  in  the  cause  of  one  little  peasant  maid.  There  is 
nothing  more  attractive  than  faith  in  your  work,  and  after  all  you  can 
ask  no  greater  good  than  to  have  found  your  calling  and  to  be  content  in 
it.  It  was  Lord  Bacon  who  said,  'Blessed  is  he  who  has  found  his  work, 
let  him  ask  no  greater  blessing.' 

"In  behalf  of  the  University,  and  its  teaching  bodies,  in  behalf  of  the 
hospital  staff  and  for  myself,  I  wish  you  good  luck  and  bid  you  Godspeed."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BIENNIAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  NATIONAL 
LEAGUE  FOR  NURSING — ST.  LOUIS,  MO.

The  biennial  convention  of  the  National  League  for  Nursing  met  from 
May  2  to  May  6  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Miss  Ruth  Sleeper,  president,  called 
to  order  and  greeted  the  members  of  this  organization  which  included 
17,000  individual  and  650  agency  members.  The  membership  had  accepted 
as  its  theme  for  the  convention  "Good  Nursing  for  a  Growing  Nation 
through  Improved  Education,  Better  Services  and  Citizen  Participation." 
The  program  of  the  convention  displayed  the  magnitude  and  comprehen- 
siveness of  the  activities  of  the  National  League  for  Nursing.  Because  of 
the  extensive  pursuits  of  this  organization,  meetings  were  scheduled  to 
accommodate  the  activities  of  special  interest  groups.  Since  the  University 
of  Maryland  holds  agency  membership  in  the  Department  of  Baccalaureate 
and  Higher  Degree  Programs,  the  representative  attended  the  meetings  and 
activities  of  this  group. 

Work  Conference 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  convention,  a  work  conference  was  held  for 
representatives  of  member  agencies  of  the  Department  of  Baccalaureate  and 
Higher  Degree  Programs.  The  discussions  revolved  around  the  following 
issues  and  problems. 

Organization  and  Administration  of  Basic 
Baccalaureate  Programs  in  Nursing 

1.  Should  the  student  in  the  basic  collegiate  program  be  forced  to  earn 
her  maintenance?  Some  students  can  pay  for  their  maintenance,  but 
others  need  financial  assistance.  At  the  present  time  the  necessary 
amount  of  experience  for  learning  has  not  yet  been  defined.  Earning 
maintenance  through  nursing  service  presents  specific  problems,  such 
as,  what  are  the  learning  experiences  in  earning  experiences?;  is  there 
sufficient  educational  control  over  these  earning  experiences? 

2.  It  appears  necessary  to  encourage  a  free  interchange  of  information  re- 
garding nursing  education  among  the  various  areas  and  disciplines  of 
the  University. 

3.  Should  schools  not  having  a  baccalaureate  program  in  nursing  attempt 
to  establish  a  master's  program? 

Considering  broad  educational  principles  it  seems  imperative  that  there 
be  a  fusion  of  ideas,  concepts  and  objectives  between  the  baccalaureate 
and  master's  programs. 
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Relationship  of  Courses  in  General  Education  and  Professional  Education 

1.  Do  general  education  courses  meet  nursing  needs? 

2.  Should  science  courses  be  established  for  nursing  students? 

3.  Will  other  colleges  of  the  University  such  as  Arts  and  Sciences  accept 
certain  nursing  courses  for  elective  credits? 

4.  Should  we  promote  inter-professional  courses? 

5.  The  balance  of  Courses  in  General  and  Professional  Education  should 
be  equal. 

6.  There  needs  to  be  a  working  relationship  among  several  disciplines  since 
many  are  concerned  with  the  health  needs  of  society.  The  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  need  to  know  the  content  of  the  courses  in  general 
education.  Nursing  courses  should  be  planned  to  build  upon  the  com- 
petencies achieved  by  students  in  general  education  courses. 

7.  Multiple  discipline  seminars  planned  in  senior  years  would  be  beneficial. 

Learning  Experiences  Needed  by  Professional  Nurses. 

1.  Goals  need  to  be  clear  to  student  and  instructor  and  should  be  selected 
for  needs  of  students.  There  should  be  flexibility  in  learning  experiences 
according  to  individual  needs. 

2.  Learning  experiences  are  not  guaranteed  by  a  specific  length  of  time. 

3.  Assigning  academic  credit  for  practice  experience  should  be  evaluated 
carefully  since  student  spends  a  great  deal  of  time  in  activities  which 
are  not  necessarily  learning  experiences  (travel  time  during  public 
health  nursing  experience). 

Desirable  Goals  To  Be  Achieved 

1.  Recognition  of  nursing  problems  with  view  to  investigation  and  problem 
solving. 

2.  Possession  of  sufficient  technical  skills,  without  repetition  or  overlearning. 

3.  Skills  in  group  work  and  the  democratic  process. 

4.  Skills  in  communication  such  as  writing,  speaking,  thinking  and 
listening. 

5.  Skills  in  interpersonal  relations;  understanding  oneself  as  a  basis  for 
understanding  others. 

Faculty  Preparation  in  Collegiate  Schools  of  Nursing 

1.  Prospective  faculty  will  be  the  graduates  of  collegiate  programs. 

2.  Promising  graduates  should  be  moved  into  graduate  study  early. 
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3.  Barriers  as  to  prerequisite  periods  of  service  should  be  removed. 

4.  Young  faculty  should  be  given  guidance  and  supervision  during  early 
experience  as  instructor. 

5.  Areas  of  educational  program  in  nursing  such  as  guidance,  teaching  of 
science  and  general  education  should  be  handled  by  other  than  nurse 
instructors. 

6.  School  of  Nursing  faculties  should  be  prepared  on  comparable  level  as 
other  faculties  of  the  University. 

7.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  an  exchange  of  faculty  members 
among  universities  so  that  an  individual  faculty  member  can  continue 
her  education  in  another  university  yet  retain  faculty  status  in  her  home 
university.  School  of  nursing  faculty  need  to  have  the  courage  to  ask 
university  administration  to  assist  financially  in  the  preparation  of 
faculty  members  by  granting  leaves  of  absence  for  further  study. 

8.  Faculty  need  to  be  educated  university-wise,  knowing  details  of  univer- 
sity policies. 

9.  In  computing  faculty  load,  time  should  be  designated  for  research 
activities. 

General  Nursing  Program  for  Graduate  Nurses 

1.  Outcomes  of  general  nursing  program  for  graduate  nurses  should  be 
those  expected  in  basic  baccalaureate  program. 

2.  Purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  breadth  in  cultural  experience  and 
depth  in  professional  experience. 

3.  Content  of  program  should  consist  of  one-half  credits  in  general  educa- 
tion and  one-half  credits  in  professional  education. 

4.  Admission  requirements  should  be  the  same  as  other  schools  of  the  uni- 
versity It  seems  desirable  to  administer  an  examination  to  test  clinical 
competence. 


Meeting  of  the  Council  of  Agency  Members 

Department  of  Baccalaureate  and  Higher  Degree  Program 

Business  Meeting 

Mrs.  Frances  R.  Kreuter,  council  chairman,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 
She  announced  that  the  charge  of  the  council  was  (1)  to  formulate  policies 
concerning  higher  education  in  nursing  and  (2)  to  appoint  committees  to 
carry  out  the  functions  of  the  council. 
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A  letter  was  read  from  Major  Price  from  the  Army  Nurse  Corps,  ap- 
pealing to  the  National  League  for  Nursing  to  seek  the  cooperation  of 
universities  in  accepting  courses  set  up  by  the  Army  for  university  credit. 
The  discussion  which  evolved  seemed  to  indicate  that  Army  courses  are 
not  always  of  college  quality,  library  facilities  for  individual  investigation 
were  not  usually  available,  and  these  courses  do  not  always  fit  into  the 
curriculum  pattern  of  a  particular  university.  A  recommendation  was  made 
that  the  Steering  Committee  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  problem. 

From  time  to  time  administrators  of  colleges  and  universities  write  to  the 
Department  of  Baccalaureate  and  Higher  Degrees  for  detailed  information 
about  data  in  other  schools.  It  is  the  National  League  of  Nursing's  policy 
and  practice  to  release  no  information  from  individual  schools  unless  they 
give  the  National  League  for  Nursing  permission  to  do  so. 

The  information  which  is  usually  requested  concerns: 

a.  qualifications  of  faculty 

b.  salaries  of  faculty 

c.  promotion  policies 

d.  ratio  of  faculty  to  students. 

It  was  agreed  that  this  type  of  information  is  helpful  to  schools  and 
should  be  made  available.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Steering  Commit- 
tee consider  formulating  a  questionnaire  which  would  be  sent  to  schools 
to  solicit  this  information.  The  National  League  for  Nursing  Staff  need 
assistance  in  seeking  competent  persons  to  sers'e  on  committees.  It  was 
suggested  that  a  roster  of  names  with  up-to-date  information  be  compiled. 
It  was  recommended  that  National  League  for  Nursing  devise  a  question- 
naire to  be  sent  to  schools.  The  schools  would  indicate  faculty  members 
who  would  be  eligible  to  serve  on  committees  of  the  National  League  for 
Nursing. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  accreditation  fees  and  agency 
membership  fees  should  be  combined.  Since  the  Accrediting  Service  is 
furthering  their  activities  with  the  regional  accrediting  association,  this 
combining  of  fees  does  not  seem  feasible. 

University  administrators  are  asking  why  nursing  schools  must  pay  the 
several  fees  which  are  not  necessary  in  other  professional  schools. 

It  was  recommended  that  a  Finance  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Steering  Committee  to  study  the  problem  of  fees  and  dues.

Program  Meeting — Tuesday,  May  3,  1955 

Mrs.  Frances  R.  Kreuter,  Council  Chairman,  opened  the  meeting  and 
presented  the  guest  speaker,  Virginia  Henderson,  research  associate,  Yale 
University  School  of  Nursing. 

The  topic  of  Miss  Henderson's  talk  was,  "A  Review  of  the  Major  Types 
of  Research  in  Nursing."  This  survey  of  research  was  started  by  the  Na- 
tional Committee  for  the  Improvement  of  Nursing  Services.  It  was  financed 
by  the  Research  Association  and  administered  by  Yale  University.  The 
purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  find  out  what  studies  are  being  done  in  nurs- 
ing and  to  attempt  to  establish  a  blueprint  for  studies  needed  in  nursing. 

The  methods  used  were  (1)  examination  of  research  which  had  been 
reported  to  the  Clearing  House  for  studies  in  nursing  and  (2)  visits  to 
schools  where  research  was  being  done.  The  report  of  the  findings  included: 

1.  brief  statements  as  to  the  development  of  research. 

2.  agencies  sponsoring  research 

3.  appraisals  of  studies 

4.  needs  for  studies  as  seen  by  people  in  the  field. 

As  an  outcome  of  this  survey  a  "Classification  of  Studies  in  Nursing" 
has  been  published.  This  classification  lists  types  of  research  under  nine 
major  areas.  Miss  Henderson  indicated  the  amount  of  research  which  has 
been  done  in  these  areas  stating  that  the  greatest  need  for  research  was  in 
the  area  of  Nursing  Care. 

Miss  Margouie  Bartholf  concluded  the  meeting  by  giving  a  resume  of 
the  activities  of  the  Committee  on  Graduate  Education  and  Research  in 
Nursing,  Southern  Regional  Education  Board  on  Regional  Planning  for 
Nursing  Education. 

Department  of  Baccalaureate  and  Higher  Degree  Programs 
Business  Meeting — Thursday,  May  5,  1955 

Mrs.  Mary  S.  Tschudin,  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the 
Department  of  Baccalaureate  and  Higher  Degree  Programs,  presided. 

Eleanor  Helm,  Director,  gave  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department 
during  the  past  year. 

Since  there  has  been  considerable  confusion  concerning  the  relationship 
of  the  National  League  for  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Ac- 
crediting Service,  Miss  Helm  clarified  the  issue  of  stating  that  the  staff 
members  act  only  as  collectors  of  data.  The  Collegiate  Board  of  Review 
make  the  survey  and  final  evaluation. 
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Dr.  Margaret  Bridgemen,  who  has  been  acting  as  consultant  in  general 
education  from  this  Department,  gave  a  report  of  her  activities.  She  has 
visited  schools  throughout  the  country  which  have  been  attempting  to 
establish  collegiate  programs  in  nursing.  It  has  been  her  task  to  interpret 
trends  and  policies  of  collegiate  education  to  these  institutions. 

Edna  Fritz  reported  on  the  Demonstration  Project  on  Methods  of  Inte- 
gration in  Basic  Nursing  Education  which  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Na- 
tional Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  major  areas  of  activity  at  the 
present  time  are  in  the  fields  of  Orthopedics,  Tuberculosis,  Psychiatric 
Nursing  and  Nursing  the  Chronically  111, 

Kathleen  Black  of  the  Mental  Health  and  Psychiatric  Nursing  Advisory 
Service  told  of  the  problems  in  the  integration  of  psychological  components 
in  nursing.  One  of  the  greatest  concerns  is  the  inability  of  instructors  to 
identify  these  components  in  nursing  care. 

Many  schools  are  not  yet  preparing  nurses  for  first  level  positions  in 
psychiatric  nursing.  Another  concern  seems  to  be  getting  nurses  to  accept 
positions  in  this  field  as  they  are.  Although  they  may  be  prepared  to  give 
immediate  nursing  care  they  are  not  prepared  to  guide  and  direct  the  large 
numbers  of  non-professional  workers. 

Lula  Hassenplug  gave  a  comprehensive  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Principles  of  Organization  of  Graduate  Programs  in  Nursing.  This  report 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Steering  Committee  for  approval. 

Mildred  Newton  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  Principles  of  Cur- 
riculum Development  in  Graduate  Programs.  This  committee  is  concerned 
with  the  following  issues. 

1.  type  of  student  in  graduate  program 

2.  type  of  program 

3.  placement  of  program 

4.  behaviorial  characteristics  of  the  products  of  these  programs. 

Louise  McManus  reported  for  the  Committee  to  Explore  the  Needs  for 
Tests  in  Graduate  Programs  in  Nursing.  She  expressed  the  need  for  com- 
prehensive tests  to  determine  competence  in  nursing.  More  and  more 
schools  are  making  use  of  the  Graduate  Nurse  Qualifying  Examinations. 
The  results  of  these  tests  should  be  continuously  evaluated. 

There  is  a  decided  need  for  tests  to  measure  progress  and  achievement 
of  students  in  the  areas  of  social  and  professional  competence.  There  is  also 
need  for  content  tests  to  appraise  competence  in  teaching,  supervision  and 
research;  also  tests  to  determine  knowledge  of  the  particular  social  setting 
in  which  the  graduate  will  work,  i.e.,  Public  Health. 

There  is  a  need  to  know  what  studies  have  been  done  and  what  studies 
are  now  going  on  in  the  area  of  testing  in  graduate  programs  in  nursing. 
A  questionnaire  will  be  sent  to  council  members  to  solicit  this  information. 
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A  report  of  the  tellers  indicated  the  election  of  the  following  officers  of 
the  Steering  Committee:

JANET  HALE  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP 

The  Janet  Hale  Memorial  Scholarship,  which  has  been  awarded  in  the 
past  by  the  Alumnae  Association  to  the  member  of  the  graduating  class 
having  the  highest  average  in  scholarship,  has  been  discontinued,  due  to 
the  fact  that  so  few  of  those  awarded  the  scholarship  took  advantage  of  it. 
Instead,  each  year  the  Alumnae  Association  is  making  an  award  of  |50 
to  the  student  maintaining  the  highest  average  in  scholarship,  in  addition 
to  making  available  $300  for  scholarship  purposes  to  those  who  wish  to 
continue  their  education. 

Those  interested  in  applying  for  use  of  this  fund  should  apply  to  Miss 
Virginia  Conley,  chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  Box  2,  University 
Hospital,  Baltimore  1,  Md.  Recommendations  for  the  granting  of  the  funds 
are  made  by  the  Education  Committee  to  the  Executive  Committee  which 
in  turn  grants  the  scholarship.

THE  PEACEFUL  ATOM

Of  the  many  significant  discoveries  in  the  field  of  the  Medical  Sciences 
over  the  past  ten  years,  one  event  seems  destined  for  an  unlimited  future. 
Surely  the  taming  of  the  terrible  destructive  force  displayed  by  the  wartime 
atom  and  the  application  of  such  tamed  atoms  to  the  diagnosis  and  healing 
of  man's  ills  represents  an  event  worthy  of  more  than  passing  notice. 

Today,  the  "Peaceful  Atom"  has  become  a  routine  visitor  to  the  Wards 
and  Classrooms  of  the  University  of  Maryland  Schools  of  Medicine,  Nurs- 
ing and  the  University  Hospital.  The  Division  of  Radioactive  Isotopes  of 
the  Department  of  Medicine  has  been  in  existence  since  1951;  however, 
the  Radioisotope  Laboratory  was  not  completed  and  the  unit  permanendy 
housed  on  the  3-B  wing  of  the  hospital  until  mid-1954.  Of  the  two  teaching 
hospitals  in  the  Baltimore  area,  the  University  Hospital  has  the  unique 
distinction  of  a  modern,  fully  equipped,  centralized  Radioisotope  Unit  with 
approval  by  the  US  AEG  for  the  use  of  the  majority  of  radioisotopes  of  aid 
in  medical  diagnosis  and  therapy.  The  readiness  displayed  by  the  hospital 
staff  in  accepting  atomic  energy  as  a  medical  aid  is  represented  by  the  ever 
expanding  staff  of  the  unit  which  now  numbers  seven  members,  both  tech- 
nical, secretarial,  and  professional. 

Foremost  among  the  several  radioisotopes  currently  in  use  by  the  Radio- 
isotope Laboratory  for  diagnosis  and  therapy  is  radioactive  iodine  (1-131), 
the  eight-day  half-life  isotope  of  elemental  iodine.  Radioiodine  not  only 
leads  the  list  of  isotopes  in  versatility,  but  in  total  amount  used  throughout 
the  United  States.  For  diagnostic  purposes,  radioiodine  is  perhaps  most 
useful  for  the  study  of  function  of  the  thyroid  gland.  The  radioactive  iodine 
tracer  test  of  thyroid  function  has  come  to  be  almost  as  common  a  pro- 
cedure as  the  Basal  Metabolic  Rate,  a  fact  borne  out  by  the  1000  tracer  tests 
performed  by  the  Division  of  Radioisotopes  over  the  past  12  months.  The 
test  is  based  on  the  ability  of  thyroid  tissue  to  accumulate  and  concentrate 
iodine — in  this  instance  tagged  with  a  small  amount  of  tracer  radio- 
activity— over  a  given  time  period.  The  amount  of  radioactivity  contained 
in  tracer  1-131  is  quite  small.  The  dose  may  be  administered  in  capsule 
form  and  does  not  produce  untoward  side  effects.  The  capsule  is  usually 
taken  in  the  morning  on  an  empty  stomach  so  that  food  does  not  interfere 
with  the  absorption  of  the  1-131.  The  amount  of  radioactivity  concentrated 
in  the  thyroid  gland  is  then  determined  at  6  and  again  at  24  hours  by  an 
electronic  device  known  as  a  scintillation  counter.  In  the  hyperthyroid 
individual,  the  amount  of  radioactive  iodine  accumulated  at  6  and  24 
hours  is  high  while  in  the  hypothyroid  patient,  it  is  diminished.  Although 
not  beset  by  the  many  variables  that  may  invalidate  the  Basal  Metabolic 
Rate,  the  1-131  tracer  test  may  also  give  erroneous  results.  In  the  majority 
of  instances  the  error  is  toward  a  decreased  uptake  of  the  tracer  because 
of  interference  of  certain  substances  with  the  afi&nity  of  thyroid  tissue  for 
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iodine.  Some  of  the  more  common  interfering  substances  are:  iodine  in 
the  form  of  Lugol's  Solution,  as  an  ingredient  of  cough  mixtures  and  in 
some  multivitamin  products,  and  in  radio-opaque  dyes  used  in  radiology. 
Thyroid  extract  and  anti-thyroid  drugs  such  as  propylthiouracil  may  falsely 
depress  the  uptake  of  1-131  by  the  gland.  Fortunately,  a  falsely  elevated 
result  is  seldom  encountered.  The  radioiodine  tracer  test  has  now  become 
a  full  partner  in  the  clinical  aids  available  for  the  study  of  thyroid  function. 

A  further  refinement  of  radioiodine  tracer  work  has  been  the  evolution 
of  an  electronic  device  capable  of  mapping  areas  of  the  body  in  which 
radioactivity  is  concentrated  and  recording  such  areas  on  paper.  The  result- 
ing map  or  tracing  is  known  as  a  Scintogram  and  the  electronic  monster 
producing  the  map  is  called  a  Scintoscanner.  The  radioisotope  laboratory 
is  fortunate  in  that  it  is  the  only  unit  within  the  Baltimore  area  possessing 
this  complex  but  highly  useful  device.  Over  the  past  year,  the  Scintoscanner 
has  been  used  on  many  occasions  to  help  define  thyroid  nodules,  seek  out 
metastases  from  thyroid  malignancy  or  discover  substernal  extensions  of 
normally  functioning  thyroid  tissue. 

Another  application  of  radioiodine  has  been  of  great  aid  in  the  pre-  and 
post-operative  management  of  surgical  patients — the  determination  of  blood 
volume  using  radioactive  iodinated  human  serum  albumin  and  the  technic 
of  isotope  dilution.  A  small  amount  of  IHSA  is  given  intravenously  and  a 
few  minutes  later  a  sample  of  blood  is  withdrawn  from  the  opposite  arm, 
the  resulting  dilution  of  the  isotope  computed  electronically,  and  the 
amount  of  circulating  blood  volume  determined.  Since  the  entire  process 
can  be  accomplished  in  as  little  as  30  minutes  and  since  such  determina- 
tions can  be  repeated  as  often  as  ten  or  more  times  within  a  single  twenty- 
four-hour  period  without  subjecting  the  patient  to  significant  irradiation, 
the  determination  of  blood  volume  by  radioisotope  methods  helps  the  sur- 
geon decide  as  to  the  necessity  of  blood  transfusion  or  intravenous  fluid 
therapy  in  his  patients. 

Radioactive  isotopes  have  found  important  roles  in  the  treatment  of 
many  ailments  of  man  including  the  field  of  cancer.  In  the  field  of  therapy, 
radioactive  iodine  (1-131)  again  assumes  the  leading  role  as  it  does  in 
diagnosis.  Hyperthyroidism  due  to  a  diffusely  enlarged  goiter  is  esf)ecially 
amenable  to  treatment  with  therapeutic  radioactive  iodine.  Over  90%  of 
the  125  patients  with  hyperthyroidism  due  to  a  diffuse  goiter  treated  with 
radioactive  iodine  by  the  Division  of  Radioactive  Isotopes  over  the  past 
three  years  have  shown  a  favorable  response.  Once  controlled  by  radio- 
iodine, less  than  2%  of  the  patients  suffer  a  recurrence  of  their  disease. 
Nodular  goiters  with  hyperthyroidism  do  not  respond  as  well  as  do  the 
diffuse  glands  so  radioactive  iodine  therapy  in  these  instances  is  usually 
reserved  for  the  patients  in  whom  surgery  is  either  contraindicated  or  who 
refuse  surgical  therapy. 

Fortunately,  malignancies  of  the  thyroid  are  not  statistically  common 
since  only  a  small  number  of  such  malignancies  will  concentrate  sufficient 
radioactive  iodine  to  receive  benefit.  Nevertheless,  the  combination  of  sur- 
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gical  removal  of  the  parent  tumor  and  multiple  doses  of  therapeutic  radio- 
active iodine  may  often  produce  striking  response.  Results  are  improving 
as  newer  methods  are  devised  to  increase  the  accumulation  of  1-131  within 
the  neoplastic  thyroid  tissue. 

A  singularly  effective  use  of  therapeutic  radioactive  iodine  has  been 
found  in  the  treatment  of  patients  with  normal  thyroid  function  but  suf- 
fering from  intractable  heart  failure.  In  many  such  cases,  radioactive  iodine 
has  been  able  to  reduce  the  work  done  by  the  heart  by  irradiating  the 
thyroid  and  in  this  way  lessen  the  degree  of  heart  failure. 

As  important  as  it  is,  radioiodine  does  not  have  the  medical  isotope  field 
to  itself.  Radioactive  phosphorus  (P-32)  has  many  diagnostic  uses  but 
finds  its  greatest  role  in  the  therapy  of  some  blood  dyscrasias,  particularly 
polycythemia  vera  and  chronic  leukemia.  The  results  produced  by  P-32 
in  the  therapy  of  chronic  leukemia  are  not  superior  to  those  of  deep  x-ray 
therapy  as  concerns  life  span.  However,  since  P-32  therapy  does  not  require 
hospitalization,  is  considerably  less  expensive  and  produces  far  fewer  side 
effects,  it  is  not  without  merit. 

In  the  Baltimore  area,  the  Radioisotope  Laboratory  has  pioneered  the 
use  of  radioactive  colloidal  gold  (Au-198)  as  a  palliative  agent  in  patients 
with  botherpleural  and  peritoneal  effusions  due  to  malignancy.  There  is 
no  claim  that  such  therapy  offers  a  cure  to  such  patients.  However,  of  the 
80  patients  treated  by  this  method  by  the  Radioisotope  Division  during 
1953-55,  beneficial  results  were  obtained  in  65%  and  fluid  accumulation 
either  ceased  or  was  diminished. 

The  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  uses  of  radioiodine,  radiophosphorus,  and 
radiogold  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  potential  functions  that  the  "Peaceful 
Atom"  may  perform  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  therapeutics.  Perhaps,  in 
the  not  too  distant  future,  one  may  speak  not  of  palliation  of  malignancy 
with  radioisotopes,  but  of  the  cure  of  malignancy  brought  about  by  medical 
science  and  the  "Peaceful  Atom."

Eighteen  students 
completed  the  course  at  this  time  and  the  majority  of  them  have  been 
engaged  on  the  staff  of  the  University  Hospital. 

There  are  remaining  in  the  Division  ten  members  of  the  March,  1956, 
class  and  twenty-eight  in  the  September,  1956,  class. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Division  attended  the  annual  convention  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  in  San  Francisco,  October 
24  to  October  28,  1956.  She  found  this  to  be  an  earnest,  dynamic  group 
giving  serious  thought  to  the  problems  appearing  nationally,  such  as — 
the  need  for  legislation  governing  all  those  who  "nurse  for  hire"  and  the 
desire  for  Practical  Nurse  representation  on  State  Examining  Boards.  The 
present  membership  in  the  Federation  is  around  25,000, 

They  supported  their  Board  and  the  stand  of  the  American  Nurses' 
Association  in  disapproving  the  Bolton  Bill  (H171). 

The  1956  convention  will  be  held  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.

OCCUPATIONAL   THERAPY — O.P.D. 

Back  on  duty  in  the  O.P.D.  since  October  18,  1954,  after  a  tour  of  duty 
as  First  Lieutenant  at  Valley  Forge  Army  Hospital,  is  Miss  Lora  E. 
Dunetz.  Miss  Dunetz  is  director  of  the  Department  of  Occupational 
Therapy  at  University  Hospital. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  O.P.D.  gave  a  total  of  1,535  treatments, 
901  of  which  were  to  clinic  patients  and  634  to  non-clinic  patients.  The 
latter  group  included  private  patients,  industrial  accident  cases,  and  refer- 
rals from  the  Maryland  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation. 

All  patients  must  have  a  referral  from  a  physician  including  pertinent 
information  such  as  diagnosis,  results  desired,  precautions,  etc. 

Equipment  covers  a  wide  range  of  purposes  and  is  adaptable  for  various 
conditions  of  disability  as  well  as  for  the  patient's  individual  makeup; 
height,  weight,  etc. 

The  making  of  the  project  is  an  inevitable  characteristic  of  Occupational 
Therapy.  It  is  the  motivation  for  the  patients'  therapeutic  activity,  but  is 
considered  secondary  to  the  major  aims.  The  project,  however,  is  always 
keyed  to  the  patient's  interest  and  he  is  encouraged  to  keep  that  which  he 
has  made.  In  some  cases,  the  patient  must  pay  for  the  materials  used.  When 
patients  do  not  keep  their  projects,  the  items  are  put  up  for  sale  and  any 
returns  are  turned  in  to  the  cashier's  desk. 

At  present,  since  the  department  does  not  have  an  assistant,  there  is  no 
service  in  the  I.P.O,,  although  such  has  been  repeatedly  requested.  As  soon 
as  feasible,  such  a  program  will  be  re-established.  The  Occupational  Ther- 
apy Department  is  open  daily. 
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IN-SERVICE   TRAINING   PROGRAM   IN   MENTAL   HEALTH

Last  summer  Miss  Florence  Burnett,  Mental  Health  Consultant  at  the 
Division  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  Maryland  State  Health  Department, 
held  an  In-Service  Training  Program  in  Mental  Health  at  the  University 
of  Maryland  Psychiatric  Institute.  This  program  was  conducted  one  day  a 
month  for  five  months.  Five  public  health  nurses  from  different  counties, 
and  a  supervisor  or  head  nurse  from  University  Hospital  participated  in 
the  program  each  month. 

Miss  Burnett  selected  patients  from  the  psychosomatic  ward  in  the  Insti- 
tute and  from  the  medical  wards  in  the  University  General  Hospital.  Each 
nurse  was  assigned  to  a  patient  for  the  week.  She  worked  with  him  in  the 
morning;  giving  a  bath,  making  his  bed,  and  feeding  if  necessary. 

Being  with  the  patient  for  an  hour  or  two  in  the  morning  made  it 
possible  for  him  to  express  his  problems  and  fears  and  to  have  someone 
willing  to  listen  to  him.  In  this  way  he  felt  accepted  by  the  nurse  and  good 
interpersonal  relationships  between  them  could  be  established. 

This  not  only  helped  the  patient,  but  the  nurse  realized  how  much  appre- 
hension, anxiety,  and  tension  patients  have  in  a  hospital  or  in  a  similar 
situation,  and  if  she  could  give  a  few  minutes  a  day  from  her  active  duties 
to  listen  to  a  patient — how  much  improved  the  mental  health  of  this 
individual  could  be. 

After  the  time  spent  with  the  patient  each  morning,  preparation  of  nurs- 
ing interaction  notes  were  written  daily  by  the  nurse.  Supervision  was  con- 
ducted by  mental  health  doctors,  on  the  staff  in  the  institute,  with  the  nurse 
about  the  patient.  Other  classes,  conferences,  and  group  discussions  were 
held  during  this  time. 

This  program  was  very  useful  to  the  nurses  for  it  brought  about  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  nurse-patient  relationship.

During  the  past  several  years  the  Faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
became  aware  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  seeking  financial 
assistance  to  study  nursing.  While  these  requests  are  probably  due  to 
factors  pertaining  to  current  economic  conditions,  the  Faculty  believe  that 
the  increasing  worth  and  prestige  of  the  University's  program  in  nursing 
are  attracting  students  to  the  University  of  Maryland. 

For  several  years  the  School  of  Nursing  has  maintained  beneficial  rela- 
tionships with  high  school  principals  and  counselors  in  an  effort  to  direct 
students  into  appropriate  programs  in  nursing.  On  many  occasions  these 
principals  and  counselors  have  sought  financial  assistance  for  worthy  stu- 
dents who  demonstrated  the  potentialities  to  undertake  a  University  pro- 
gram in  nursing,  but  who  were  limited  in  financial  resources. 

At  the  present  time  scholarships  designated  for  nursing  students  in  the 
University  of  Maryland  are  limited.  Considering  the  need  for  financial 
assistance  for  students  in  nursing,  the  Faculty  considered  the  establishment 
of  a  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund  a  worthwhile  activity.  During  the  past 
year  letters  have  been  sent  to  the  graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing  seek- 
ing their  interest  and  support  in  the  project.  Your  response  has  been  mag- 
nificent. Not  only  have  you  been  most  generous  with  your  contributions 
but  your  letters  of  approval  and  enthusiasm  have  been  so  very  enocuraging. 

At  the  time  of  this  report  over  $1,200.00  has  been  received  and  has  been 
placed  in  a  Loan  Fund.  In  addition  to  this  over  $1,000.00  has  been  given 
as  scholarship  money.  During  this  past  year  eight  students  have  been  given 
the  opportunity  to  continue  their  studies  in  the  School  of  Nursing  through 
the  resources  of  the  Scholarship  and  Loan  Fund. 

May  we  express  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  each  and  everyone  of  you  who 
has  contributed.  We  are  filled  with  pride  and  joy  when  we  can  help  a 
deserving  student  fulfill  her  aspirations  of  becoming  a  professional  nurse 
and  a  member  of  our  Alumnae  group.

We  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  continue 
to  express  your  interest  and  support  in  this  worthwhile  activity. 
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MY  TRIP  TO  ALASKA — 1954

I  had  no  notion  of  going  to  Alaska  until  my  friend  in  New  York,  Miss 
Ethel  Wilbur,  R.N.,  who  was  instructress  of  nurses  at  one  time  at  the 
Old  U.  of  M.  Hospital  wrote  me  and  said  she  was  going,  and  that  I  had 
better  go.  Well,  I  thought  about  it  and  mentioned  it  to  some  of  my  friends 
who  also  thought  I  should  go. 

The  tour  we  were  to  go  on  was  conducted  by  Colpitts  of  Boston,  and 
started  June  25,  1954,  and  ended  July  22. 

Miss  Wilbur  joined  the  tour  in  New  York  at  8:00  p.m.  Our  first  stop 
was  Toronto,  Canada.  Mr.  Colpitts  was  with  us  that  far,  and  from  there 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Norman  conducted  the  tour.  That  day  we  had 
Pullman  accommodations  with  evening  dinner  on  the  train.  We  arrived 
in  Toronto  at  8:05  a.m.,  June  26,  with  headquarters  at  the  Royal  York 
Hotel,  and  it  was  there  we  had  our  breakfast  and  luncheon.  We  went  by 
motor  coach  on  a  sightseeing  tour  of  Toronto,  visiting  the  residential  sec- 
tion of  Rosedale,  Queens  Park,  University  of  Toronto,  Parliament  Build- 
ings, City  Hall,  Casa  Loma  (a  reproduction  of  a  French  chateau)  and 
famous  stores. 

Leaving  Toronto  in  parlor  car  from  Union  Station,  we  went  to  Port 
McNicoli  and  boarded  one  of  the  palatial  Canadian  Pacific  steamers;  out- 
side stateroom  accommodations  and  all  meals  on  the  steamer  were  included; 
we  began  a  554-mile  cruise  of  the  world's  greatest  navigated  inland  water- 
way. Cruising  Lake  Huron  we  enjoyed  carefree  gaiety,  shuffleboard,  deck 
tennis,  excellent  food,  and  competent  service.  Later  the  steamer  commenced 
the  passage  of  the  great  locks  at  Saulte  Ste.  Marie,  also  passed  ore  and 
grain  carriers,  and  picturesque  fishing  craft. 

On  Monday,  June  28,  we  called  at  Port  Arthur  and  arrived  at  Fort 
William  where  we  boarded  a  parlor  car  and  had  an  interesting  day's  ride 
westward  across  Ontario  and  Manitoba.  We  had  a  delicious  lunch  and 
dinner  before  arriving  at  Winnipeg  where  we  were  provided  with  rooms 
and  bath  at  the  Royal  Alexander  Hotel.  Winnipeg  is  one  of  the  world's 
most  important  grain  markets,  and  is  situated  at  the  confluence  of  two 
great  rivers,  the  Red  and  Assiniboine;  it  is  also  the  capital  of  Manitoba. 
Winnipeg  has  ninety  parks  covering  1,100  acres.  The  largest  is  Assiniboine 
Park,  consisting  of  290  acres  of  natural  beauty. 

Winnipeg  has  become  famous  as  a  center  of  medical  skill  and  knowledge. 
It  is  well  served  with  fine  hospitals,  skilled  physicians  and  surgeons,  and 
many  well  organized  clinics.  Hockey  is  the  outstanding  sport  in  winter. 
There  are  thirteen  golf  courses  and  twenty  indoor  bowling  establishments. 

Leaving  Winnipeg  we  had  Pullman  accommodations  to  Banff  Springs 
Hotel.  Banff  is  the  most  beautiful  spot  on  the  continent;  almost  a  mile 
high,  nestling  in  a  broad  valley  at  the  confluence  of  the  Bow  and  Spray 
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Rivers.  The  hotel  is  situated  with  acres  of  velvet  lawns  and  beautiful  flowers, 
and  commands  a  stupendous  panorama  of  the  vallay  of  the  Bow  River  with 
Mt.  Rundle  to  the  east,  Tunnel  Mountain  to  the  west,  and  snow-capped, 
glacier-clad  mountains  in  the  distance.  The  hotel,  Scottish  baronial  in 
style,  is  built  of  stone  quarried  from  nearby  Mt.  Rundle  and  contains 
600  rooms. 

A  private,  deluxe,  open-top  motor  coach  tour  was  provided  around  Banff, 
including  Animal  Paddocks,  Cave  and  Basin,  Bow  Falls,  Administration 
Rock  Gardens  and  Tunnel  Mountain  Drive,  with  an  opportunity  to  visit 
the  interesting  shops  in  the  town  of  Banff.  On  leaving  Banff  we  had  a 
private,  deluxe,  open-top  motor  coach  for  the  delightful  forty-five-mile  trip 
through  the  heart  of  the  Canadian  Rockies  to  Lake  Louise,  passing  through 
the  Bow  Valley,  Sawbuck  Range,  Hole-in-the-Wall  Mountain,  and  in  con- 
stant view  of  many  lofty  peaks.  We  made  a  stop  at  Johnson  Canyon  to 
visit  the  Falls,  thence  continuing  through  the  Valley  of  the  Ten  Peaks  to 
Lake  Louise  where  we  had  dinner  at  Chateau  Lake  Louise.  Lake  Louise 
is  one  of  the  outstanding  scenic  gems  of  the  world,  and  lies  far  up  on  the 
mountainside  in  a  deep,  steep-walled  recess  amidst  a  vast  amphitheatre  of 
lofty  peaks  forming  a  magnificent  background  for  a  wonderful  Alpine 
flower  garden  of  poppies,  laurel,  and  anemones. 

We  left  Lake  Louise  by  private  deluxe  open-top  motor  coach  for  the  trip 
through  the  Yoho  Valley  via  Emerald  Lake.  This  is  over  a  wonderful 
highway  through  the  most  majestic  and  picturesque  mountain  scenery  in 
the  world.  Just  beyond  Lake  Louise  we  passed  over  the  Great  Divide,  the 
backbone  of  the  continent;  thence  via  Wapta  Lake,  Kicking  Horse  Pass, 
we  stopped  to  view  the  beautiful  Emerald  Lake,  thence  continuing  to  Field. 
This  is  a  beautiful  train  ride  through  the  Canadian  Rockies. 

We  arrived  at  Vancouver  and  transferred  to  Vancouver  Hotel.  Van- 
couver is  the  largest  city  and  Canada's  greatest  Pacific  port.  A  motor<oach- 
sightseeing  tour,  visiting  Stanley  Park  with  its  natural  and  historic  beauties, 
English  Bay  Beach,  the  beautiful  O'Shaughnessy  Heights  residential  section 
with  its  lovely  houses  and  quaint  English  gardens,  was  next  on  our  pro- 
gram. After  dinner  we  transferred  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Steamship  Line 
and  sailed  on  the  Princess  Louise. 

Canadian  Pacific  seagoing  service  is  traditional  with  its  outstanding 
efficiency,  luxury  and  attention.  Shipboard  life  is  fun.  There  are  deck 
games — shuffleboard  and  deck  tennis — and  the  social  hostess  will  arrange 
bridge  fours,  canasta  parties,  informal  entertainment,  motion  pictures  and 
dancing.  Name  bingo  cards  were  given  each  passenger,  and  much  fun  was 
enjoyed  with  those. 

The  pleasure  of  an  ocean  crossing  is  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  Alas- 
kan voyage.  Most  of  the  time  you  are  close  enough  to  land  to  enjoy  the 
majestic  scenery,  deep-cut  fjords,  bays,  channels,  picturesque  fishing  vil- 
lages, and  Indian   settlements.  The  day's  sail   through   Queen  Charlotte 
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Sound,  Sea  Forth  Channel,  and  Cousins  Inlet  left  us  with  a  stop  at  Ocean 
Falls  which  is  a  busy  pulp  and  paper  center. 

Then  we  had  a  three-hour  stop  at  Prince  Rupert,  the  most  northerly  city 
of  any  size  in  Canada.  The  city  is  built  on  a  circle  of  hills  considerably 
above  the  wharf  level  from  which  it  is  reached  by  a  long  staircase.  We 
visited  the  shops,  public  buildings,  and  saw  the  activities  in  connection 
with  the  fishing  industry.  Leaving  Prince  Rupert  we  passed  the  old  Indian 
village  and  trading  post  of  Port  Simpson.  The  last  stretch  of  open  sea, 
Dixon's  Entrance,  was  crossed,  and  the  steamer  wound  through  Tongas 
Narrows  to  Ketchikan.  This  is  the  first  of  the  Alaskan  towns  to  be  visited. 
This  was  on  Monday,  July  5,  and  they  were  celebrating  our  Fourth  of 
July,  which  was  Sunday.  The  town  was  alive  with  many  U.  S.  soldiers 
and  Marines.  Many  souvenir  shops  and  saloons  were  in  evidence.  The 
town  was  decorated  in  U.  S.  flags,  with  red,  white,  and  blue  bunting. 
The  stop  there  was  from  7:00  p.m.  to  11:00  p.m. — we  were  followed  back 
to  the  steamer  with  a  band  playing  all  the  National  Airs.  Ketchikan  is  a 
prosperous  and  busy  place  with  its  salmon  and  halibut  fisheries,  its  modern 
canneries,  and  cold  storage  plants. 

Having  left  Ketchikan  early  in  the  morning,  we  passed  a  small  fishing 
village,  then  followed  Wrangell  Narrows,  and  for  twenty  miles  proceeded 
at  half  speed  through  the  opalescent  waters  of  this  remarkably  beautiful 
winding  channel.  Three  hours  steaming  up  Gastinean  Channel  brought 
us  to  Juneau,  the  capital  of  Alaska,  located  at  the  base  and  clinging  to  the 
sides  of  Mt.  Juneau,  passing  the  old  plant  of  the  Alaska-Juneau  Gold  Min- 
ing Company — the  largest  gold  quartz  mill  in  the  United  States  or  Alaska. 
It  formerly  handled  10,000  tons  of  gold-bearing  ore  daily.  Here  a  motor 
coach  trip  of  two  and  one-half  hours  took  us  to  Mendenhall  Glacier  through 
route  of  Glacier  Highway,  Tongas  National  Forest  and  along  the  shore  of 
Gastinean  Channel.  The  turning  around  point  is  within  a  stone's  throw 
of  the  actual  fall  of  a  spectacular  Mendenhall  Glacier  where  one  may  see 
the  river  of  blue  compressed  ice,  thousands  of  years  old.  The  return  was 
via  loop  road  around  Anke  Lake,  with  a  beautiful  view  of  the  glacier  and 
snow-capped  mountains  of  the  region,  and  business  and  residential  sections, 
with  a  visit  to  the  Baranoff  Hotel  with  its  famous  paintings,  as  well  as  the 
quaint  Russian  church  and  museum. 

At  Skagway,  the  terminus  of  our  northbound  trip,  we  left  in  parlor  car 
via  the  White  Pass  and  Yukon  Route.  The  railway  bed  is  hewn  out  of 
solid  rock,  and  practically  spirals  up  the  side  of  the  mountains,  following 
the  Skagway  River  for  a  few  miles,  then  climbing  steadily  through  gorge 
after  gorge  until  it  reaches  Lake  Bennett,  hence  continuing  north,  passing 
from  British  Columbia  into  the  Yukon  Territory.  The  jagged  base  rock 
mountains,  tapering  of?,  make  a  wide  green  valley.  We  arrived  at  Carcross. 
Because  herds  of  caribou  used  to  cross  in  thousands  at  this  point,  the 
little  settlement  was  originally  called  "Caribou  Crossing,"  later  shortened 
to  Carcross.  Here  we  changed  to  the  steamer  Tutshi.  The  steamer  is  an 
oil-burning  stern-wheeler  which  glides  through  the  water  almost  as  silently 
as  a  canoe. 
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It  is  a  168-mile  voyage  to  the  remote  southern  reach  of  Lake  Tagish, 
which  is  even  more  glorious  than  Lake  Bennett.  A  stop  was  made  at  the 
base  of  a  mighty  glacier  where  we  went  ashore  and  first  entered  into  a 
garden  of  many  varieties  of  flowers.  Also  on  the  side  was  a  garden  of  vege- 
tables and  not  a  weed  to  be  seen.  Back  to  the  side  of  the  house  was  a  small 
conservatory  with  both  flowers  and  vegetables  growing.  In  this  estate  of 
grandeur  situated  on  Lake  Tagish,  we  were  invited  in  and  the  story  of 
"Ben-My  Chree"  was  told  to  us.  Once  upon  a  time,  to  meet  people  there, 
were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Otto  Partridge.  A  book  was  handed  to  us  for  all  visi- 
tors to  register,  and  also  two  pamphlets  were  given  each  visitor,  one  called 
A  Lady  in  the  Wilderness  and  the  other  The  Story  of  Ben-My  Chree,  with 
compliments  of  White  Pass  and  Yukon  Route.  No  funds  are  accepted  from 
visitors  to  this  gracious  homestead.  I  would  like  to  give  you  more  of  the 
history;  however,  it  would  take  too  much  space.   It  was  most  interesting. 

An  Indian,  Patsy  Henderson,  born  in  1876  around  Tagish,  gave  us  a 
talk  at  Carcross  about  the  early  days  at  Caribou  Crossing.  It  was  he  who 
discovered  gold  on  the  Klondike.  He  belonged  to  the  Yukon  Tribe.  There 
were  nine  boys  and  one  girl  in  his  family. 

Going  from  Carcross  back  to  Skagway,  we  stopped  at  Lake  Bennett  for 
lunch.  All  fifty  of  the  party  were  seated  at  one  table,  and  it  really  was 
country  style.  Everything  was  placed  on  the  table  in  large  dishes  which 
were  refilled  as  we  emptied  them.  The  meat  was  roast  venison.  Skagway 
played  a  leading  part  in  the  historic  gold  rush  days,  and  was  the  gateway 
through  which  thousands  of  men  passed  on  their  way  to  the  gold  fields  of 
the  Far  North.  The  Trail  of  Gold  Hunters  of  1898  could  be  seen  plainly 
from  the  train;  some  met  their  fortunes  but,  by  far,  the  greatest  number 
met  their  death.  At  that  time,  Skagway  was  one  of  the  wildest  and  wicked- 
est of  frontier  towns — with  gambling  dens,  dance  halls,  and  saloons. 

We  had  our  farewell  dinner  on  the  Princess  Louise  the  night  before 
leaving.  Really,  it  was  like  leaving  a  very  happy  family.  A  fashion  show 
and  party  were  given  for  us,  and  after  breakfast  the  next  morning  we 
arrived  at  Vancouver,  transferred  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Puget  Sound 
steamer  for  Victoria,  where  we  stopped  at  the  Empress  Hotel.  Victoria  is 
the  capital  of  British  Columbia.  This  magnificent  hostelry,  with  its  lovely 
gardens,  has  one  of  the  largest  glass-enclosed  salt-water  swimming  pools. 
The  water  is  pumped  from  the  Pacific  Ocean  a  mile  away. 

Victoria  is  charmingly  situated  in  one  of  the  most  attractive  regions  of 
the  Pacific  Northwest.  It  is  distinctly  a  home  city,  with  its  beautiful  resi- 
dences, rose  gardens,  and  hedges,  often  being  called  "a  bit  of  old  England 
on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific."  Our  motor  coach  tour  included  Provincial 
Parliament  Buildings,  City  Center,  Dunsmuir,  Fairfield,  Government 
House,  Butchart's  Gardens — which  was  a  part  of  a  130-acre  estate,  owned 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Pim  Butchart,  The  sunken  gardens  (Rose  Gardens, 
Italian  Gardens,  and  Japanese  Gardens)  comprising  twenty  acres,  now 
world  renowned,  are  open  the  year  'round. 
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We  left  Victoria  and  arrived  at  the  New  Washington  Hotel  in  Seattle. 
Next  we  enjoyed  a  tour  of  the  business  and  financial  districts  including 
Memorial  Stadium,  and  Civic  Auditorium,  as  well  as  beautiful  homes  and 
gardens  of  Queen  Anne  Hill,  Memorial  Bridge,  Green  Lake,  and  Wood- 
land Park,  with  a  ten-minute  stop  at  the  Government  Locks,  second  largest 
in  the  Americas,  and  Magnolia  Bluff  with  its  many  beautiful  homes.  Leav- 
ing Seatde,  we  arrived  in  Portland  and  transferred  to  Benson  Hotel. 

Pordand  is  famous  for  its  civic  beauties  which  are  enhanced  by  the 
magnificent  background  of  the  Cascade  Range  with  Mt.  Hood,  Mt.  Adams, 
and  Mt.  Helena  outstanding.  Our  motor-coach-sightseeing  tour  was  a  de- 
lightful trip  through  the  great  gorge  of  the  Columbia  River.  We  stopped 
at  the  Sanctuary  of  our  Sorrowful  Mother,  Crown  Point,  and  the  Vista 
House  for  delightful  views  up  and  down  the  river  gorge,  Wah-Kee-Nah 
Falls,  Multnomah  Falls — which  is  700  feet  in  height — and  Horsetail  Falls. 
We  saw  the  fam.ous  Bonneville  Dam  and  Salmon  Hatchery. 

At  9:00  p.m.,  after  dinner  at  the  hotel,  we  left  in  Pullman  sleepers  of 
the  Western  Star  for  Glacier  Park.  Glacier  National  Park  is  one  of 
America's  most  spectacular  summer  vacationlands.  It  is  an  unspoiled 
wilderness,  alive  with  tumbling  waterfalls,  dancing  streams  and  blazing 
wild  flowers.  Glistening  glaciers  crown  the  summits  of  some  sixty  moun- 
tains, and  many  others  are  snow-covered  the  year  'round.  Glacier  Park  is 
joined  on  the  north  by  Canada's  Waterton  National  Park. 

After  an  interesting  day's  ride  across  Washington  and  Montana,  we  ar- 
rived at  Belton,  boarded  the  motor  coach  waiting  for  us  and  took  a  twelve- 
mile  ride  along  the  shore  to  the  Lake  McDonald  Hotel.  This  hotel  is  located 
amidst  giant  pine  forests,  with  Sperry  Glacier  and  Mile  and  a  Half  Gun- 
sight  Pass  nearby.  After  breakfast  we  left  McDonald  Hotel  for  the  65-mile 
scenic  trip  via  Going-to-the-Sun  Highway  and  over  spectacular  Logan  Pass, 
for  Many  Glacier  Hotel,  arriving  just  before  lunch.  After  dinner  in  the 
evening,  a  scenic  launch  ride  on  Swiftcurrent  and  Josephine  Lakes  was 
enjoyed  immensely.  After  breakfast  the  next  morning,  we  left  by  motor 
coach  for  a  53-mile  ride  via  Black  Feet  and  Chief  Mountain  Highways, 
crossing  the  International  Boundary  enroute,  and  arrived  at  Prince  of 
Wales  Hotel  in  Waterton  Lake  National  Park.  In  the  afternoon,  a  scenic 
round-trip  ride  on  Waterton  Lake  to  Goathaunt  was  delightful.  After 
breakfast  the  next  morning  we  left  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hotel  by  motor 
coach  for  the  89-mile  ride  via  Chief  Mountain  and  Black  Feet  Highways, 
along  the  shores  of  Lower  St.  Mary's  Lake  and  over  the  Hudson  Bay 
Divide,  arriving  at  the  Glacier  Park  Hotel.  After  luncheon  we  left  by  motor 
car  for  a  12-mile  scenic  ride  to  Two  Medicine  Lake  with  a  fifteen-minute 
stop  enroute,  for  a  quarter-mile  walk  to  Trick  Falls  of  the  Two  Medicine 
River.  Two  hours  were  spent  at  Two  Medicine  Lake  for  sightseeing  and 
a  scenic  launch  ride.  Leaving  Two  Medicine  Chalets  for  Glacier  Park  Sta- 
tion, we  boarded  "Western  Star"  deluxe  train  with  Pullman  accommoda- 
tions. The  day's  ride  was  through  St.  Paul  and,  arriving  at  Chicago  at  7:30 
a.m.,  we  transferred  to  the  Hilton  Hotel  where  we  had  breakfast  and 
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luncheon.  Hilton  Hotel  is  one  of  the  finest  and  largest  in  the  world.  We 
had  a  comprehensive  tour  of  the  city,  including  the  Loop,  business  and 
residential  sections,  Chicago  University  campus,  Lincoln,  Jackson,  Wash- 
ington, and  Grant  Parks.  We  stopped  at  the  Elks  National  War  Memorial, 
Museum  of  Science  and  Industry,  and  Lorado  Taft's  "Fountain  of  Time." 

We  left  Chicago  at  2:00  p.m.  on  the  "New  England  States"  fast  deluxe 
train  and  arrived  in  New  York  City  at  8:00  a.m.  Thursday,  July  22.  Some 
of  our  party  left  us  in  Chicago,  some  in  New  York,  and  I,  being  the  only 
one  from  Maryland,  transferred  to  the  B  &  O  in  New  York,  and  arrived 
in  Baltimore  that  day  at  5:00  p.m. 

The  memories  of  the  trip  will  remain;  the  lasting  friendships — the  ex- 
quisite scenery  enjoyed — combined  to  make  this  an  outstanding  experience. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  NURSES'  ALUMNAE  PIN 
UNIVERSITY  OF  MARYLAND 


When  the  Alumnae  Association  was  organized  in  1903,  they  accepted 
the  pin  of  the  Class  of  1894  as  their  emblem.  The  pin  was  an  original 
design  submitted  by  Tiffany  in  New  York,  Bailey,  Banks  and  Biddle  of 
Philadelphia.  It  showed  a  serpent  (representing  wisdom)  twined  around 
the  glass  denoting  "the  wise  presiding  over  decoctions  of  medicine."  It  is 
the  shape  of  a  St.  George's  cross  with  maroon,  black  and  gold  colors  of 
the  University  of  Maryland.  The  Caduceus,  Greek  emblem  of  medical  sci- 
ence, is  in  the  center  of  the  cross. 
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THE  NIGHTINGALE  CAP

No  doubt,  at  some  time  or  other  many  persons  have  wondered  why 
nurses  wear  caps.  The  size  of  the  cap  and  the  fashion  of  wearing  it  would 
certainly  indicate  that  they  were  not  meant  to  serve  any  utilitarian  purpose. 
The  answer  lies  in  the  deep  shadows  of  the  past,  as  no  one  has  ever  dis- 
covered the  true  origin  of  the  nurse's  cap. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  cap  originated  in  the  habit  worn  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  who  established  the  first  modern 
school  of  nursing  in  Paris  in  1864.  Florence  Nightingale  frequently  visited 
the  hospitals  conducted  by  the  sisters  before  she  began  to  study  nursing. 

Another  opinion  is  that  the  influence  was  exerted  by  the  stiflf  white  caps 
worn  by  the  women  who  trained  as  nurses  at  the  Institute  of  Protestant 
Deaconesses,  which  was  founded  by  Pastor  Theodore  Fleidner  at  Kaiser- 
werth,  Germany,  in  1836.  Florence  Nightingale  took  a  course  there. 

But,  every  lady  in  Florence  Nightingale's  day  wore  a  cap  indoors.  This, 
probably,  is  the  real  reason  why  we  as  nurses  wear  caps  today. 

The  cap  of  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Nursing  carries  with 
it  a  colorful  history  which  every  graduate  of  the  school  is  proud  to  relate. 
Our  school  was  founded  in  1889  by  Miss  Louisa  Parsons,  who  was  a  student 
of  Florence  Nightingale  at  St.  Thomas  Hospital  in  London,  England.  She 
was  an  outstanding  nurse  having  been  twice  decorated  by  Queen  Victoria 
for  nursing  service  in  the  British  campaigns.  When  Miss  Parsons  was  pre- 
paring to  come  to  this  country,  Miss  Nightingale  gave  her  a  pattern  of  a 
cap  and  some  point  d'esprit  lace;  and  the  privilege  of  bestowing  it  upon 
the  nurses  of  the  first  school  of  nursing  of  which  she  was  to  become  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses.  By  that  fortunate  privilege,  the  University  of  Mary- 
land School  of  Nursing  inherited  the  Nightingale  cap. 

During  Miss  Parson's  administration  this  cap  was  worn  by  both  students 
and  graduates.  Each  nurse  was  required  to  make,  launder,  and  flute  her 
own  cap.  In  1900,  Mrs.  Kathryn  Taylor  became  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
and  she,  considering  the  long  hours  and  arduous  work  the  nurses  were 
required  to  do,  designed  a  simpler  and  less  elaborate  cap  of  organdy  and 
ruching  for  the  student  nurses.  For  a  while,  several  of  the  students  made 
these  caps  for  fifteen  cents  each.  This  aided  them  in  financing  their  course 
in  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  making  of  these  caps  was  later  transferred 
to  the  sewing  room  located  in  the  Old  Hospital, 

Although  not  entirely  similar,  the  Nightingale  cap  was  patterned  after 
the  cap  of  St.  Thomas  Hospital,  and  the  point  d'esprit  lace  is  still  procured 
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from  England.  There  have  been  little  changes  made  in  the  pattern;  how- 
ever, the  style  of  wearing  has  been  altered,  no  doubt  due  to  changes  in  hair 
styles.  The  first  caps  were  worn  two  inches  from  the  hairline  of  the  fore- 
head, but  at  present  they  are  worn  farther  back  upon  the  head.  The  caps 
are  made  with  the  crown  and  the  double  rows  of  fluting  threaded  to  adjust 
to  the  individual  head. 

The  graduates  of  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Nursing  respect 
and  honor  the  tradition  of  their  beautiful  and  unique,  fluted  point  d'esprit 
cap.

This  will  be  the  first  Nurses'  Alumnae  Banquet  that  I  have  missed  since 
my  graduation,  but  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  which  separates  us,  is  mighty  vast. 
All  of  you  will  be  in  my  thoughts  on  the  night  of  June  3  and  I  will  be 
looking  forward  to  seeing  you  at  the  banquet  next  year. 

We  find  life  here  on  "The  Dark  Continent"  completely  fascinating.  The 
Moslem  fast  of  the  Ramadan  has  just  about  ended.  This  fast  corresponds 
roughly  to  the  Christian  Lent,  but  it  is  far  more  rigorous.  These  rites  last 
for  about  thirty  days  and,  during  this  time,  the  Moslem  must  abstain  from 
food,  drink,  tobacco,  and  indulgences  of  any  kind  between  sunrise  and 
sunset.  Here  in  Rabat,  French  Morocco,  the  beginning  and  ending 
of  each  day's  fast  is  announced  by  cannon  shot  from  the  Sultan's  Palace, 
which  is  right  across  the  street  from  our  house.  It  is  really  rather  awesome 
to  witness  the  religious  fervor  with  which  the  Moslem  adheres  to  this 
ritual.  Since  they  are  under  such  strain  during  this  period,  there  are  fre- 
quently a  number  of  uprisings  and  killings  but,  fortunately,  things  have 
been  comparatively  quiet  this  time.

As  this  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  one's  thoughts  turn  to  family  and 
friends,  we  would  like  to  pay  each  of  you  a  visit  across  the  miles. 

Since  last  Christmas,  we  have  seen  and  done  many  interesting  things  in 
this  strange  and  fascinating  land  of  Japan. 
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In  April  we  moved  into  government  quarters.  Here  we  are  in  the  Jet- 
Atomic  age  and  we  were  living  like  pioneers;  cooking  on  kerosene  stoves 
and  electric  hot  plates,  carrying  our  water,  sweating  out  the  electric  system, 
and  no  hot  water.  It  was  wonderful  to  be  able  to  go  to  the  faucet  and  get 
hot  water,  turn  a  knob  and  have  a  burner  hot  for  cooking,  and  be  able  to 
get  warm  without  having  to  put  on  an  extra  layer  of  clothing.  We  are  in 
southern  Japan,  but  it  still  gets  cold  as  winter  can  get,  almost. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  we  do  miss  living  off  base  to  some  extent.  Once 
you  move  on  base,  you  don't  have  the  contact  with  the  Japanese  people 
that  we  did  when  we  lived  in  Fukuoka.

Plain  white  material. 

Waist:  Perfectly  plain;  box  pleat  2  inches  wide. 

Pocket:  35/2  x  3'/2  inches. 

Belt:  Of  uniform  material,  2  inches  wide,  to  fasten  with  button  instead 
of  buckle. 

Sleeves:  Long  or  elbow  length. 

Long  Sleeve  Cuffs:  2]^  inches  wide,  round  corners,  fasten  with  buttons. 
Short  sleeve  cuffs  fasten  with  white  cuff  links. 

Skirt:  Perfecdy  plain,  5  or  6  gores;  plain  back  with  seam  down  center  or 
with  a  very  few  gathers — either  may  be  worn. 

Length:  Optional. 

Hem:  3  inches.  Plackets  in  front  with  3  buttons;  placket  wider  at  bottom 
than  top. 

Buttons:  The  uniform  button  is  the  pearl  button  with  fisheye;  all  buttons 
same  size  except  small  sleeve  placket  buttons. 

Collars:   Bishop  or  Tress — Red  Cross  style  to  meet — plain  bar  pin  or 
Alumnae  pin  to  be  worn  at  collar. 

4  Buttons  on  waist  of  uniform.  1  Button  on  belt.

Gores:   Three. 

Hem:  Four  inches. 

Belt:  Two  inches.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DIRECTORY  OF  THE 

UNIVERSITY  HOSPITAL 

(Revised  1954) 

Management 

This  Directory  shall  be  managed  by  a  Directory  Committee  composed  of 
a  Chairman  and  four  members  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  to  be  elected 
every  year  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  This  Committee  must  give  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Alumnae  Association. 

Registrar 
The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Alumnae  Association. 

Requirements  for  Membership  on  the  Directory 

Members  of  the  Directory  must  be  registered  nurses  of  Maryland  and 
members  of  the  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  of  the  University  of  Maryland. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  may  join  the  Registry  under  these  conditions. 

1.  Applications  must  be  filed  with  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  the 
next  examination. 

2.  Failure  of  two  successive  State  Board  Examinations  automatically  drops 
applicant  from  Registry  unless  she  has  proof  that  she  was  ill  at  the  time  of 
examination. 

3.  In  order  to  go  on  the  Registry,  graduate  must  apply  in  person  to  the 
Registrar  with  her  certificate  of  nursing  from  the  State  Board  Examiner 
of  Nurses.  If  she  has  failed  first  State  Board  Examination,  she  must  apply 
for  next  examination,  and  receive  her  second  certificate  of  nursing. 

Dues 

All  members  of  the  Directory  shall  pay  the  annual  dues  of  $22.50  except 
those  nurses  registering  after  July  1,  who  shall  pay  $11.25.  If  the  whole 
fee  is  paid  in  January,  and  only  one-half  year  is  worked,  there  will  be  no 
refunds. 
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Exceptional  cases  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Directory  Committee. 

Fiscal  year  begins  January  1.  Members  are  to  be  taken  off  Directory  for 
non-payment  of  dues  at  end  of  90  days  and  to  be  notified  of  this  by  Chair- 
man of  Committee.  Members  are  reinstated  upon  payment  of  dues.  In  case 
of  sickness  or  other  circumstances,  time  of  payment  may  be  extended  at  the 
discretion  of  Directory  Committee. 

Rules 

1.  Graduates  are  permitted  to  register  for  or  against  any  kind  of  case  or 
hospital  or  duty  desired. 

2.  Graduates  of  less  than  two  years  are  allowed  to  register  against  con- 
tagious, mental  or  obstetrical  cases  only. 

3.  Members  "when  on  the  list"  and  given  call  for  cases  not  registered 
against  are  expected  to  respond  or  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  list. 

4.  Nurses  when  on  call  are  expected  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
Registrar. 

5.  If  a  member  wishes  to  resign  from  the  Directory,  she  should  do  so  in 
writing  to  the  treasurer.  She  may  then  be  reinstated  at  any  time.  Any  nurse 
who  does  not  send  in  written  resignation  can  be  reinstated  only  on  payment 
of  all  back  dues. 

6.  In  case  of  contagion,  the  nurse  shall  be  governed  by  rules  of  the  Health 
Department. 

7.  Any  complaints  either  from  Directory  members  or  concerning  them 
may  be  made  to  Chairman  of  Committee  or  to  Alumnae  Association  at 
regular  meeting. 

8.  Nurses'  fees  are  approved  by  the  Alumnae  Association. 

$14.00  per  day  for     8-hour  duty. 

$21.00  per  day  for  12-hour  duty. 

$31.00  per  day  for  20-hour  duty. 

$21.00  per  day  for    8-hour  duty  (2  pvt.  pts.) 

$31.50  per  day  for  12-hour  duty  (2  pvt.  pts.) 

At  the  University  Hospital  a  nurse  may  be  called,  for  her  first  day  on  a 
case,  to  report  for  duty  not  more  than  four  hours  preceding  a  regular  period 
and  asked  to  remain  through  the  regular  period  for  which  she  receives  $1.75 
per  hour  up  to  the  time  of  regular  period  and  $14.00  for  regular  period. 

If  the  request  for  a  nurse  should  be  cancelled  after  her  arrival  at  her  place 
of  duty,  she  is  expected  to  receive  salary  for  one  day's  work. 

When  nursing  in  hospitals,  a  nurse's  fee  is  regulated  by  rules  of  the 
hospital  in  which  she  is  working. 

9.  Members  may  be  denied  use  of  the  Directory  at  any  time  for  not 
observing  rules  of  same.
